Swifl  is  dni'  the  honor  of  reeenlly  ealiinL!.  puhlie  attention  to  this 
hiatns  fn  tin."  printed  local  ri'eor<l^  of  the  Ucvoliil it)n.  A  sentiment 
littered  It}  him  in  an  oration  at  the  dedication  of  i\i'nne<ly  Hall,  in 
l>i71.  pro\ed  to  he  the  iiiai iispl  i iiij,  of  a  movement  which  cnlmiiiated 
in  the  celei)ralion  hereinafter  recorded.  AlliidinLi;  to  the  incom-' 
pleteness  of  the  written  history  of  Uoxliury,  (len.  Swift  su*;- 
grsted  that  the  liistoiT  of  the  town,  in  connection  with  the  opening 
e\ents  of  the  Ke\ohition.  would  Jnstify  the  locality  in  seU'cting  one 
day  of  the  ("enti-nnial  \i'ai'  for  a  commemorative  celebration,  and 
the  (lelivi'iy  of  an  hi.Ntoi  ieal  addicss. 

The  sentiment  was  loudly  cheered  at  the  lime  of  its  utti-rance, 
^  hwi  no  netion  was  taken  to  carry  out  the  iilea.  Indeed,  it  was  tor- 
gotten  by  the  general  public,  and  the  ("enti'iniial  year  had  almost 
p:is->c(l  int»)  history  before  it  wa^  I'lH-alled  in  a  public  manner;  and 
then  l>y  a  mere  accident.  ( )n  October  I'lh,  l.s7(>,  a  committee  from 
liie  Hox))nry  City  (Inanl  met  a  committee  from  the  Association  of 
its  )<asl  members  —  the  Koxbury  Arlilleiy  .Association — to  decide 
how  the  two  organizations  should  observe  tlufii'  annual  fall  i)arade. 
'  It  i)roved  to  l>e  dillicull  to  suggest  a  [)rogiainnic  upon  which  all 
could  agree,  and  there  was  .^ome  delay.  At  length  (  apt.  \\  in.  II, 
Hutchinson,  a  private  in  the  (iuard,  recalled  the  suggestion  of 
(ien.  Swift,  and  proposed  that  the  old  Norfolk  C^uarils  be  invited

week  later,  viz.,  Nov.  'J'J.  When  the  arrunLienuMits  hail  thus  far 
Iteen  eompleted,  a  su  1  t-eonnnit t ee  was  anlhori/.ed  to  puMish  in  the 
two  loeal  [)apers —  tlie  "  Home  Jonrnal"  and  the  '*  Ivoxljnr}'  City

ITux- 
K'V,  survey iDii"  (lie  ex  idciicc  of  a'(Mis  pa>t ,  thrills  us  with  his 
va>t  cxpri'ssioii,  "the  inoiiuMitary  appcaraiua'  ot"  niimkiiid 
ii[)(Ui  the  earth."  In  coiiti'ast  with  this  >cah^  of  t  hoiiLiiit ,  the 
two  hmulrrd  and  l"(»rty-six  years,  since  ihis  old  town  he^aii, 
are  le>s  than  a  llash  ol"  liiiht .

A\'e  are  the  heirs  ot'  all  the  air'es  ;  .and  the  two  and  a  halt 
eentnri''>  since  the  settlement  ot"  Xew  Ihii^land  are  \i'ne]'ahle 
with  toil  and  triumph. 

It"  we  wouhl  understand  the  triumph  of  wrenchinir  our- 
.selves  away  iVoni  1-jiLrlaiid,  autl  de\(dopi nir  thirteen  l"e(d)le 
colonies  into  a  nation  ot"  forty  miHiiui>.  rotin-.:"  on  the  two 
irri-al  oceans,  and  >tretchinLr  tVom  the  Antilles  to  the  Arctic 
sea,  we  can  ne\fi-  >^tudy  that  toil  too  mm  h.  Within  eiiiht 
hundred  years  lOuL^land  ha>  known  loity  attmq)!^  at  rehel- 
lion  ;  and  France  has  playetl  at  revolution  airain  and  aL'^aiii. 
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It  is  not  stniiiLTt'  tliat  Aniciicaiis  slioiiM  try  to  discover, 
ainoiiLT  till'  t'lnlu'rs  ot"  the  past,  tlic  materials  of  a  eoiillaiira- 
lion  so  intense  tliat  il  nu  lled  the  chains  ol'  rni)»ii-e.  These; 
materials  are  the  trails  of  clnninhi-  and  mintl  that 
Pnritans  >tami)ed  on  nnhoi'ii  iienerat ions.  ()ther  re\'oln- 
tions,  ij^enciaily,  liax'c  heen  dt'licient  in  that  vomln  iifftton 
ot"  clox!  loirical  reasoninLTi  re\'erence  toi"  IcL'^al  authority, 
intense  con\iclion,  and  nnllinchinii"  as>ertion  of  a  riLfht, 
which  marks  onr  o^\■n.  ()lher  rcNolntions,  the  re.snlt  of 
intense  heat,ditlei-  from  this,  as  the  ehnllition  which  lifts 
the  thin  c()\-er  from  a  kettle  dillers  iVom  an  eai  1  li(|nak'e, 
A\hich,  iratlierinu;  its  lorces  in  >ih'iice  for  a  thonsand  years, 
undt  r  a  moiiiitaiirs  weight,  suddenl}'  changes  llic  luce  of  the 
\vorld. 

lIone>t  pride  connnemoritcs  a  revolt  which  had  so  little 
of  t'ury  and  sci  mnch  ot"  power.     And  we  a.-^k,  \\hy  was  this? 

I'^rom  the  importance  of  Jioxhnry  in  the  elder  time,  from 
her  decisive  position  as  a  pass  to  he  defended  in  the  siege  of 
Boston,  and  tVom  her  cont rihnt ions  ot"  calm  connsel  and 
liery  valor  to  the  I'eNolnt lonary  canse,  she  is  entitled  to 
a  nation's  gi'atefnl  memory.  Her  early  history  is  nnusnall}' 
rej)k'to  with  those  })ersonal  traits,  and  that  intense  educa- 
tion, which  seem  to  me  to  e.\})lain  the  IvcNolntion  as  a 
success. 

Iiocksberry,  or  l'()cksl)or()nL''h ,  Nvas  one  of  the  earliest 
Puritan  M'tllenients.  Souk;  of  its  primitive  inliahitants 
ciune  out  with  (lovernor  W'inthi-op,  in  the  armed  vesstd 
Aralxdla  that  war[»ed  iiUo  Salem  Ilarhor  .lune  14,  1C3(>. 

Whether  prcN  ions  settlers,  ot"  the  >ame  adventjire  (there 
were  seventeen  >hi])s  that}ear),  lir>t  hroke  the  ground  of

lv().\l)iiry,  is  not  (|uit('  clt'iir.  liul  a  nioiilh  and  more  hdorc

ot"  llic  "  Marv  and  riolni,"  left  a  little  hody  of  dnircli  incnj- 
Ik'I-s  iVoni  1  )orrIi(v>t(M-,  I'jiL^laiid,  "  in  a  lorlorn  w  ildcrni^ss " 
at  Naiitaski't ,  \\  Ihmi('('  tlicN'  worl^cd  tlu-ii'  w  to  tlicir  oriir- 
inal  d('>tinali()n,  then  lallcil  hy  tlic  Iiidiair-  "  Mattapaii." 

So  lar  as  can  \)c  learned  iVoni  the  lvo\l>ni-y  (diurcli 
records,  Mr.  (leorLi'e  Aleoel^,  heinL''  joine(l  to  tlu^  elinreh  in 
Dorchester,  Nvas  lirsl  cliosen  to  he  a  Deacon,  especially  to 
the  brethren  al  R()cksl)or()ULrh  ;  and  nltiniatidy,  with  A\'il- 
liani  Pynchon,  Thomas  Lanih,  Thomas  Ivawlinirs,  Rohort 
Cole  and  William  ('hase,  toundt'd  this  tirst  chnrch  in  Kox- 
hnry  in  Het'ore  that  tinu^  the  Koxl)nry  people  were 

adjoined  to  the  chnrch  in  Dorchester. 

Thomas  Dndlev,  who,  uhile  the  ship  Arabella  lay  off 
Cowcs,  in  tlie  Isle  of  A\'iLrht,  had  been  chosen  Dcpnty  Gov- 
ernor in  place  ol*  Humphrey,  resinned,  narrates  in  a  letter 
to  the  CiMintess  ot*  Tiineoln  the  story  of  weakness  and  fam- 
ine, in  which  the  cohjny  that  had  been  sent  out  two  years 
before  ^\■as  found.  He  says  they  wei-e  "for  present  sludter" 
ol)li<2;c(l  "to  plant  dispersedly /'  and  that  some  planted  them- 
selves ''two  miles  iVom  lioslon,  in  a  phiee  Avee  named 
Koxbury."  And  here  he  afterwards  settled.  A  littl(>  fnll- 
iu*;  oui  with  (Jovcrnor  ^^'inthr()p  occurred.  It  is  a  little 
like  reading  Homer's  story  ot'  the  contentions  amouLT  the 
()lympian  gods,  to  read  that  on  this  occasion,  "the  Deputy 
began  to  be  in  a  passion,  and  told  the  (ioN'crnonr  that  if  he 
wouhl  be  so  round,  he  could  be  rouml,  too.  The  (lONcrnour 
bade  him  be  round  if  he  would.  So  the  Deputy  rose  up  in 
great  tury  and  pas>ion,  and  the  (lovernonr  grew  very  hot 
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also,  so  as  tlicy  l)otli  iiilo  hit  1  itiicss.  lint  l)y  MKHliati(ju 
of  till-  iiii'dialois  ihcy  were  soon  pacilird ." 

Al  llr-l  it  was  pioposcil  to  hiiild  a  I'orlilicd  town  on  the 
Neck  hit  ween  lM)>ton  and  K'oxhniy.  lint  want  ot"  "  rnn- 
nini^"  water"  tlicre,  as  \\idl  as  at  (  liarlotow  nc,  then  calli'il 
Ncwtownr,  pri'VcntcMl.  "  tliry  noliuiicd  no  wat«  r  ;:'oo(l 

lor  a  tow  n  l)n1  rnnnini:'  spi  iiiLi'.-."' 

It  i>  i\'niaikal)K',  that,  thoULih  :it  an  early  period  rlaniaiea 
pond  \va>  nsed  as  a  power  for  a  mill  to  iirind  hread,  its 
water,  ^\llieh  tor  many  years  snpplied  the  lalei"  inhahilanls, 
did  not  in\iti^  an  t\irly  >etth'ment  upon  its  shores. 

.hdyiU,  Ivoc  l<sheri-y  is  ordi'red  to  furnish  niiihtly 

two  men  to  the  l)0>ton  \\'ateh.  And  that  thorn  in  the  side 
of  onr  lathers,  ('ai)tain  John  rndeihill,  the  same 
elaimed  an  inllux  of  the  Holy  Spii'it  \\hih'  he  ^\■as  indnl^ing 
in  "  ye  earthed}'  creature  called  tohacko,"  ^\  as  ordered  to  have 
a  iri'iHTal  traininir  of  his  company  at  r)()ston  and  Ko(d^>l)erry. 
In  the  old  time  the  traininu-lield  lay  hetweeii  what  arc^ 
now  Kustis  street,  Dudley  str(M't,  and  Mount  Tleasant. 

William  Wood,  in  \ ,  tliu>  di'Scrihes  the  general  lay  of 
the  land:  "A  mile  from  this  town"'  (Dorchester),  Avhicli  is 
stated  to  "the  greatest  toww  in  New  England,  ^vcdl 
wooded  and  watered,"  "lieth  Ku\l)ur\',  which  is  a  fair  and 
handsi»me  country  to\vn  ;  the;  inhahitaiits  ol"  it  all  heiniT  very 
rich.  A  (dear  and  fresh  hrook  runs  through  the  town." 
'i  his  hi-ook,  then  called  Snudt  hrook,  now  runs  thi'ongh  the

Charles  river,  the  marslu's  on  the  hack  side  heing  not  half  a 
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(liiailcr  oi'  ;i  iiiiK'  over;  x)  that  a  lilllc  rcnciiiL^  will  secure 
tin  il'  cattle  tVoiil  llic  wolves." 

^\'()lvos  wi're  a  eoiistaiit  di'ead,  and  one  niiiht  I)()>t()n  and 
lv(>\l)ury  tnined  onl  nnder  arms  in  alarm  all  niLdit,  hecau.se 
tlio  people  of"  W'alertowii  lired  tlieii'  mnskets  oil"  to  deter  the 
\\ol\  i  s  from  approaeliini:"  loo  near  a  lo.^t  call"  of  Sir  Ivieliard 
Salt()n>tairs. 

()ur  fathers  had  too  many  "low  eonntry  soldiers  in  their 
company  not  to  maintain  the  military  arm.  Tlu;  churcli 
lonnder  and  'i'reasnrer,  \\'illiam  l*yneh(»n,  is  "desired"  to 
i:'i\"e  a  newly  a[)poinl(Hl  en>iiinc  "possession  thereof  I  "  Two 
harrcds  of  po\vder  out  of  Koxhury,  and  two  "drakes" 
are  "lent  to  Conecticott  to  fortify  thems(dves  with  all." 

In  Ih.il),  all  the  military  men  of  lioston,  lvoxl)urv,  Dor- 
che>tcr,  ^^'eymouth  and  lliniiham  are  ordered  to  form  one 
rc^iriinent,  inuU'r  ,)ohn  Winthrop  as  Colonel  and  Thomas 
Dudley  as  Tiieuton:uit  Coloncd.  The  (irst  regiment  was 
certaiidy  very  cre(lital)ly  provided  with  ollicers. 

Two  years  before,  I-ai^ign  Mori-is,  from  some  distaste, 
desired  to  resiirn.  'Idierehy  he  "nave  olfence  to  the  conirre- 
iration."  "  HeiuL!:  (piestioned  and  convinced  of  sin  in  forsak- 
injr  his  eallinir,"  he  "  did  aidviioNvlediic  his  error.""  lie  was 
promoted  to  a  lieutenancy. 

^Ve  cannot  he  too  gi-ati-ful  to  the  old  Puritans  that,  while 
they  trusted  in  God,  they  kept  their  powder  dry.  The 
military  orirani/.at ions  that  honor  this  occasion  hy  their 
presence  to-day,  the  old  Koxhury  Artillery  of  1781,  the 
Ivox))ury  City  (Juaril,  the  Norfolk  (Juards  of  1818,  the 
(irand  Army  of  tlu'  Kepuhlic,  and  the  Latin  Scliool  Uat- 
taliou,  the   Keserve   (inards  and   lioxhury  Horse  (guards 
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ol'  our  later  time,  will  allow  nie  to  call  their  att<Mitioii  to  the 
tact,  lliat  ill  those  irootl  cM  times  the  very  lii'st  and  ahlcst 
ami  m(i>l  (l('\'oiit  men  l"elt  il  a  diity  to  accept  a  military 
commaiid.  I'eihaps  two  ot"  our  military  Itodies  that  ha\'o 
disap|)eanMl,  a  lioxhiiry  II(*rse  (liiard  that  was  in  e.\i^tencc;  :i 
little  Nvhile  alter  the  K'e\'oliit ion,  and  the  Warren  Lii^ht 
Inlantry,  tiaisted  too  little  to  "  the  covenant  ot"  works."  Not 
a  i:ala-day  eiithn>iasm  or  ^.kill  in  the  i^y mna>t ics  ol"  a  musket, 
•i-ood  as  ihey  hoth  are,  make  the  soldier;  hut  di>cipliii(;  and 
ilrill.  Societ}',  in  the  l"ace,  ot'  the  reslstanl  loices  that 
ahouiid  to  llireaten  its  peace,  is  criminal  in  not  snpp(>rtini^ 
hy  viirorous  reirular  army  lei:i>lat ion  the  hrave  men  who,  in 
the  I'ace  ot"  ohloipiy  or  iiidiirerence,  try  to  maintain  military 
organizations.  To-day,  at  least,  we  w  ill  recollect  that  with 
the  i'nritaii  settlers  Liberty  meant  Law,"  and  Law  relied 
on  an  armed  force  behind  it.  d'he  best  autlujiity  in  tliis 
nation  has  asserted  that  the  elHeient  use  of  a  single  brigade 
would  have  preventetl  our  late  civil  wai-.  .Vuil  \'ct  mad- 
ness, in  the  garb  ot"  econom}',  is  likely  to  reduce  us 
to  impotence*  again.  A  I'al.'^e  economy  may  be  the 
worst  extravagance. 

At"ter  the  Kevolutiou  the  Kc^xbury  Artillery,  now  the 
City  (iuaids,  was  formed,  and  ,Ioliu  Jones  Spooner,  a 
gentleman  of  the  best  po.<>ition  and  character,  afterward 
a  elergyman,  was  (deeted  commander.  This  eor[)s  did  good 
sci'vicc  in  the  di>turbance  known  as  Sha}'s  rebellion.  At 
the  time  of  the  llostoii  tire,  1-^72,  the  pri'Siuit  organization, 
for  tliiiteen  days  and  nights,  guarded  the;  persons  and 
property  of  the  city  again.^t  apprehended  violence.  Peace 
has  its  honors  as  wcW  a>  war  ;  and  to-day  this  corps  and  its 
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oUl  coinin.'iiKU'i-,  (';i|tt.  Is;i:ic  P.iiil  (IrnLiir,  w  lio  tlcsorvcs  coiii- 
iiii'iiiorat ion,  nn*  :il t('in|)l iiii:"  to  n-scin'  the  old  lii^lory  of 
Ivo.\l)iiry  iVoiii  oIiIi\ioii,  hy  lonniiiLT  :i  special  lii>toiical 
socirty  tor  lln'  old  town.  ll  is  to  his  i-ll'orls,  in  laiL^c 
ima>iir(\  thai  w  owe  this  cclcl  )i  at  ion ,  and  tlu;  fact  that 
Koxliury  had  any  militaiy  representation  at  tin;  <rrand 
anni\'ersar\-  of  Lexini^toii  last  year. 

Not  only  did  the  INiritans  of  this  old  town  train  th(tin- 
selves  to  arms.  \\'ith  famine  in  their  laces  and  the  savajjo 
at  their  doors,  they  entered  into  eo\(Miant,  only  thirteen 
years  afti-r  the  tow  n  was  settled,  and  pledu-ed  their  houses 
and  farms  ami  lands  to  maintain  "The  Vvcc,  Sehoole  in 
Koxhnrie."'  They  li\-ed  in  the  aiic  when  the  seiitenc-e  was 
utleriMl,  that  to  be  a  founder  of  States  was  chief  of  irhn'ies. 
And  they  kneAV  that  rducc/doji  of  (he  Jicjd  (did  l(caii  lo(jc(her 
was  the  eoriu'r-stone  of  a  State,  ll  was  a  necessity  that  the 
descendants  of  such  men  should  huild  a  structure  on  that 
coi-ner-stone.  It  is  lilting  that  we,  N\ho  have  seen  that 
"Free  Sehoole"  become  an  o})nlenl  i)o\ver  in  the  United 
.States,  say  a  iiralefid  word  for  the  men  of  lii.'iO,  who 
det'en<led  this  nation  in  the  Kevolution  and  the  Kehidlion, 
l>y  t\)undini;  it  on  intcdliii'enee  two  hundred  and  Ihirty-une 
years  aifo. 

It  is  two  hundriMl  and  eiiiht  years  since  Mr.  .John  Prudden 
of  ]^)xl)ury  ennaLied  to  "  in>truct  in  all  seholastieall,  moral! 
and  thcoloirieall  discipline."'  At  lir>l,  it  Nsould  seem  that 
scholars  ^\■ho  did  not  hrinu''  two  feet  ol"  wood,  or  a  certain 
sum  of  money,  were  not  to  come  near  the  tire  ;  and  after- 
war»l,  the  master  was  not  to  instruct  >uch  scholars.  It  they 
studied  \'ir<:il  then,  how  they  nmst  have  snivcded  throui^li 
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tlic  |)i-()plH^ti('  licxMiiU'tcr,  in  wliidi  llic  jioci  l.-muMifs  fliat 
Manilla  was  so  near  ( 'rniioiia .  I  he  xcrsc  cininciit  1  \'  applies 
lo  K'oxhiiry,  so  near  to  lio.^loii  in  (lie  Kcn'oIuI ioiiary  war; 
ami  still  later,  wlicn  tlic  x'Nen  Inindn-d  acres  oi'  lio^ton  have 
swallowed  the  cde\'en  tli<Mi>;ind  of  ik'oxinii'y,  in  a  way  that 
Would  have  <j,i\('n  to  I'liaraoh  a  niujitmare,  instead  of  a 
dream. 

If  it  were  not  that  a  most  eomi»e(enl  author,  Mr.  I'^rancis 
0.  hi-.du',  has  now  a  hi-tory  of  Koxhury  in  hand,  ther(> 
would  1)1'  daiiLi-er  of  lo>ini:'  a  lar^ic  pari  of  the  t r;ulil ional 
history  ol"  a  town  whieh  e\i>te(l  ns  a  town  two  hundred  and 
fifteen  years,  frony' 1  tJi)  1  to  h'^Ki;  ^vhieh  then,  in  1851, 
heeaine  a  city,  of  which  the  (li>tini:-uished  Presidont  of  the 
day  w  as  the  tii->t  ^h»y()r  ;  and  w  hich  was  tluMi  absorbed  in 
two  [)areels,  in  1<S()S  and  l(S7  1,  wIumi  the  pai't,  annexed,  tiou- 
tained  near  211, (UK)  pe()[)le,  hy  its  little  neiiiiihor  of  Hoston. 
A  Inmdred  years  htdore  the  lirst  annexation  the  whoh;  to^vn 
contained  ahout  1, •'»"()  peo[)le. 

A  little  atteni[)t  may  he  made  to-night  to  show  those 
dominant  trails  ot"  <iur  fathers  which  ex[)lain  the  success  of 
the  IvcN'olution.  In  thi-  attempt  I  have  heen  indehted  to  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  and  have  availed  myself 
of  the  valuahle  labors  of  Messrs.  Kllis,  C.  K.  Dillaway, 
Franklin  Williams,  \\  (i.  Drake  and  others.  Ihit  a  local 
Historical  Society  >honld  be  formed  to  iratln'r  the  ^•ani^hing 
material  around  the  names  ot"  Mliot  and  Dudley  and  I^u.stis 
and  Shirley  anil  Sumner  and  Lowell  and  Dearborn,  the 
authors,  the  pastors,  the  [)hysicians,  the  soldiers,  the 
patriotic  men  and  women  of  this  town.    The  birthplace  of 
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W'arn  ii  surely  (k'servo.s  a  I  li.stor'u  al  Society  ol"  its  ow  n.  J 
ln'lieN  ('  the  liarvi'st  is  w  hite. 

It  ^V()llM  l)c  euiioiiN  to  eoHeet  evidence,  thnt,  in  eonsc?- 
(lUence  ol"  tlie  proeiice  ot"  the  ( 'om  t  ill  l)o>loii,  \\\v  Piii  itdH 
sentiment  ot"  reliLiious  l"ervor,  the  inteneclnal  h  ihit  ot"  acute 
relii;ious  reasoninLi",  and  the  sttTuness  ol"  manner  that  charac- 
Icri/.eil  the  i-nrly  settha's  and  produced  ti;iits  conspicuous  in 
the  lic\()lntion,  wi-re  e\hil)ited  to  a  hiter  period  in  IJoxhury 
than  in  l^oston.  I  think  we  .^houhl  learn  the  [)hilosophy  ol"  a 
conduct  w  hich  seems  to  ha\a'  as  nuh  h  \  iiror,  and  as  little 
violence  as  was  shown  hy  any  connnunity  in  the  KeNolution. 

^^'hen  "nuuall  and  theoloLiicall  disci[)line "'  w  as  the  business 
ol"  lit"i',  ri  lii:ious  fervor  was  the  i)re\ailin«^"  lone  ;  sell'-conlrol 
the  pre\:iiliiiu"  hahil,  and  louical  discussion  ol"  I'diirious 
tjUestion>  the  chiet'  anuisemenl  I  The  llrst  pastor  ot"  this 
church  was  one  ot"  the  steniosl  cond)atants  in  that  contro- 
versy of  opinion  and  loLiic  Avhich  dro\'e  ( ioveriior  ( 'oddin;^- 
lon,  Kogi-r  \\'illiams  and  Mrs.  Hutchinson  out  of  Massachu- 
setts. A\'e  SCO  somethinii-  to-da}'  ol"  the  excitenu'nt  among 
cleriry  and  laity  which  a  discussion  ol"  i)hysical  evolution 
creates.  Hut  ^vhen,  in  an  which  hnd  no  inttdlectual  ex- 
citement hut  religious  discu>.-ions,  Mr-.  Hutchinson  hroached 
the  idea  ot"  a  spirit ual  evolution,  hy  ^vhich,  thi'ough  llu'  intlux 
ol*  till'  Holy  Spirit,  man  became  an  innnortal  creature,  men 
drew  their  shar[)esl  texts  on  each  other  and  ran  them  into 
their  antagoni.>l>  U[)  to  the  hilt.  ]>ut,  though  logic  N\as 
8Ullered  to  cut  as  deep  a^  it  mi^ht,  the  softest  C  hristian 
phrase  and  mien  prevaihd.  Ih-ethn-n  who  l)tdie\-ed,  and 
perhaps  a  little  ho[)ed,  that  ol hi'r  hrcl  liren  would  —  not  be 
saved,  —  "admunishcd  them  in  love."      It   was  an   age  of

litlh'  ehihlren,  w  ith  M|iieaky  voices,  dc-])atc(l  w  hi  ther  tlu  ir 
parents,  re.spcct  i  V(dy ,  "stood  lor  a  coN'cnanl  of  ^n;u-e  "  or  "lor 
a  covenant  ol'  works."  The  liolie>t  men,  hoiliiig  with  indig- 
nation at  the  heroics  ol"  their  opi)onei.ts,  enforced  on  tlieiii- 
sel\('s  the  calm  I'xterior  of  C^nakei.'^.  (ioveriior  ^^'intllrop, 
writing  to  some    who  sn[)[)oi1ed   Mrs.    I liitcliinsoii,  says: 

"  lieloveil  Brctliren,  ...  1  hope  suow,  by  (iod's  assistance,  to 
make  it  a})j)ear  wliat  \vi()n<^TKul  l)eeii  lioiie  tu  the  Court,  yea,  and  to  the 
trulh  itseil",  hy  your  rash,  imw  ari-auted  ami  sctlitioiis  dcliiKiuciicy.

I'nder  a  gnise  of  [)t  rfect  serenity  the  peo[)le  were  seeth- 
ing. The  cxciteineiil  had  some  monstrous  conseijnenees 
njx)!!  the  health  of  women,  as  the  old  records  cnriousl}'  tell. 
It  lasted  I'or  years,  and  e\-cn  alfected  the  phrases  and  tone 
of  generations.  It  mn>t  have  alfected  tlu'  eml)iyonic  nation, 
and  its  lihre  and  functions. 

Wdun  in  the  great  Centennial  il.dl  we  sec  the  central 
eiii^ine  ino\  inLr  in  awful  silence,  like  a  j"orce  of  the  universe. 
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\vi'  kii()\v  tlial  coiiiiti-i'.ssioii  ;is  \\<'ll  iis  lical  is  llic  source  ot" 
that  vast  (Miiriiu''s  power.  \\\vn  llie  \'ery  coal,  that  is  its 
tood,  would  lia\  ('  |)asse(l  oil' in  powei-jess  leases,  if"  luoiiiitains 
had  not  oNt'ilaid  the  deeoin posi iiL''  I'ore^ts.  In  like  iiiaiilier, 
1)V  the  eiitorced  hahil  ot"  repres>i()n  and  calmness,  eneriry 
\vas  >tored  np  in  our  ^■erv  lihi'es,  till  steam  was  needed  for 
a  re\iilution  that  Avas,  in  some  dcLirec,  to  e(jnali/(;  th(^ 
(H)ndition  ot"  men. 

Y]\i'\\  in  ilu'  tri\ial  early  leirishit ion  of  Ivoxhury  th(! 
l)i'inciple  is  manil'e.^ted  that  men  were  expected  to  restrain 
thems(d\es.  ^len  wiMC  not  to  he  sol"lly  lielj)ed  to  Heaven 
hy  the  removal  (.f  tem})tatiou.  The  nettle,  danL^er,  was  to 
he  holdly  graspetl  and  crushed  hy  self-control.  The 
muscles  of  moral  nature  were  called  into  strong  exercise  hy 
exi)osure  to  temptation  and  [)iinishineVit  for  a  fall. 

Vov  examples:  th(.'  Deputy  (iovernor,  writini::  to  the 
Countess  of  Lincoln,  praises  the  excellence  of  the  water, 
irravely  adding,  "  untill  \\ine  and  heare  caiine  he  had;"  to 
which  end  he  said  they  proposed  the  next  season  to  use  the 
w  ild  grapes. 

At  a  Court  ludd  March  t,  ICo^,  "It  is  ordered  that  Roh- 
vvi  Coles,  for  drunkeno,  hy  him  comitted  at  Koxhury, 
shall  he  distVanchis(.Ml ,  weart'  ahout  his  necke,  and  soc  to 
hange  upon  his  outward  garni',  a  I)  inadi'  upon  rculd  (doath 
and  sett  upon  ^^hile  :  to  contynue  this  tor  a  }'eare,  and  not 
to  leav*'  it  of  att  any  tyme  when  he  comes  amongst  com- 
l)any,"  eti'.  ;  and  "to  wear  the  D  outward."  Hut  the 
instances  are  many  where  parties  ai"e  allowed  to  "draw 
w  ine    or  "  heare,"  or  to  si  11  >trong  water. 

Yvi  the  Puritans  dreaded  (.'Xeitement s.     There  was  a  con- 
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si(U'r:iI)le  disarniiiiLC  of  certain  rc'liirionists.  Amoiiir  those 
disarnu'd,  live  Koxhiirv  nu  n  arc  ordered  to  <riNe  np  all  tlieir 
aiin<,  powder,  shot  and  match,  le.sl  as  dix-iplc.-.  of  Mr. 
\\'hrel\vrii:ht  and  Mrs.  1  Intehinson,  they  may  "upon  some 
rc\rlalit>n  make  >nddaine   irrnplnni   npon  those  that 

iliU'ei"  trom  them  in  indLTnu  nt .""  ( )nr  lalhi  rs  Irarcd  a  "  rev- 
(dat  ion  "  more  than  rnm. 

W  hile  ri'pressing  the  slightest  oiithreak  of  intolerance  in 
othci>,  that  irenei-ation  "tyed  to  the  cart  laylc,"  .stripped, 
and  whipped,  with  iVom  ten  to  twenty  stripes,  through  the 
towns  ot"  Boston,  IJoxhnry  and  Di'dham,  i)ooi"  wretclies. 
indictcfl  for  heing  (^)nakers,  and  not  say ing  even  "  Vea  "  or 
Nay  "to  the  Court.  it  i>  no  wonder  that  a  (Quaker  (juicUu 
vi'nted  his  leelings  hy  a  ti'act  entitled,  ''A  sigh  of  sorrow 
for  the  siimers  of  Zion,  hreathc'd  ont  of  a  hole  in  the  wall  of 
an  earthly  vessel,  know  n  among  men  hy  the  name  of  Samuel 
Vi>h.- 

The  stern  repression  of  feiding  in  that  trrvid  age  cannot 
he  hetlcr  marked  than  hy  the  fact  that  such  a  scimc  of  tor- 
tun-  took  place  in  Koxhury  street  hefoi'c  tlui  doors  of  the 
most  ang(dic  man  of  the  time,  —  the  second  i)astor  of 
thi>  churi  h  ;  of  whose  tender  charily  it  is  rcdated  that, 
l)ecau.se  he  could  not  easily  untie  the  knots  of  the  handker- 
chief, in  which  the  good  town  treasurer  had  purposidy  tied 
u[)  the  pastor's  salary,  to  prvi'iml  him  trom  giving  it  away 
hidore  he  should  reach  his  oAvn  somewhat  destilule  home, 
the  pastor  gave  it  —  handkerchief  and  all  — to  a  poor 
woman,  saying,  with  tears  and  trendjling  accents,  "  Here  I 
'I'ake  it,  my  dc^ar  !  1  i)clieve  the  Lord  designs  it  all  for 
you."    The  town  treasurer  is  not  the  lirst  or  last  man  who 
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has  (Icffjitcd  liis  own  Ixmicn olciit  intentions  hy  tyinL^  np 
funds  too  tii^litly.  Nor  do  1  wonder  tliat  llie  pastoi''.^  heart 
was  li^htiM*,  it'  lie  always  received  his  salary  in  the  tbrin 
indicated  hy  a  town  receipt  of  April  .s,  lOT.'):  — 

"  Received  of  Colo.  Williams,  of  the  Feollees  of  the  Grammar  School, 
a  of  ('oi)pers,  wci;;ht,  thirty-four  j)oiimls,  in  part  of  my  salary  for 
tlu'  year  curri'iit.  the  same  bciiij^  hy  estimation,  £1.  4.  1  iwfiil 
inoni'v,  ami  lor  whii  li  I  am  to  Ix;  accoimtahKi.

( )ne  w()n(U'rs  how,  in  an  ai^o  of  stern  rc[)rcssion  of  all 
a'sthetic  (dements,  Fdiot's  heautifnl  charity  could  ])looni. 
Men  wen*  forc-ed  np  to  reliirious  ohservance  und(;r  its  most 
nnatlractive  form.  'I'o  warm  a  church  was  deemed  a  "w  ile 
ot"  th(^  devil.  'Jdie  lirst  liltU'  church  u[)on  tliis  hill  liad 
ui'ither  shingie,  plaster,  gallery,  pew  nor  spire.  Its  benches 
were  plain  ;  and  to  make  it  as  little  like  Paradise  as  possi- 
ble, the  men  and  w onuni  sat  apart! 

( )ne  ol' the  sternest  of  polemical  divines,  the  Kev.  Thomas 
\\'elde,  of  'i'irliui:-,  iu  Essex,  P^ngland,  "after  many  impar- 
Jances  and  (hiys  ot"  humiliation  by  those  of  Koxbury,  to  seek 
the  Ivord,  tor  ]\Ir.  WehU'  his  disi)osing,"  was  orcbaincil  tirst 
})astor  in  July,  l().'i2.  Of  resolute  non-conformity,  thougii 
I'ducated  at  i'rinity  College,  Cambridge,  England,  he  had 
excited  Bishop  Laud's  anger.  Thomas  Shepard  says  he  and 
A\'elde  and  others,  speaking  one  (hiy  of  I^and,  consulted 
whether  it  was  hest  to  let  such  a  swine;  root  u})  (iod's 
plants  in  Essex,  and  not  to  give  him  some  check."  ^Nlr.

W'i'lik',  I luTi'iipoii,  soon  IouikI  an  oflicci-  ot"  llic  law  after 
himself.  He  caiiu'  lo  Aincrica,  and,  as  pastor,  cxliortcd 
and  ruli'd  ten  years,  when  lie  relnined  to  I'jiLdand  witli 
lluirli  Peters,  the  KN-i^ieide  J iidire.  WduMi  1  rellect  that  Mr. 
\\  (  Ide  eaUed  the  \irliions  and  hall-ni>[tiiiMl  Anne  llnlchin- 
son  "The  Aineriean  ,K'/ehel,"  hecan>e  ot"  her  peenliar  \'ie\v.s 
al)out  "<^-racc"  and  "works"  and  the  "  Holy  Ciiioist,"  though 
he  might  have  horroAved  the  phra>e  from  ,IosseIy]i,  I  think 
an  "exhortation"  in  his  roughot  >tyh;  of  piety  must  have; 
been  a  little  lik<>  a  drum-head  couit  martial.  l)Ul  no  one 
who  would  understand  the  intellectual  and  moral  tlhre  of 
the  I\()xl)ury  men,  nvIio  a  hundred  and  thirt}'  years  later 
a[iidied  inexorable  logie  to  their  chartered  lights,  and 
eahnly  })rx'ssed  Parliament  and  King  hacdvward  to  tlu^  s(d- 
enm  end  of  battle,  eaii  overlook  or  easily  overrate  the 
[)rol)able  elfeet  of  such  honest  and  inexorable  ministrations  for 
ten  years,  in  an  age  when  a  calm  laee  veiled  spu'itual  ago- 
nies, ami  the  gospel  ot"  })eaee  was  the  skirmish  line  of  a  war 
that  brought  Charles  I.  to  the  seall'old.  'J'he  stern  mental 
intluenee  of  Mr.  A\'elde  over  thi^  })eoi)le  })robabl\'  continued 
after  he  went  with  Hugh  IVters  to  Kngland. 

His  corres})ondenee  undoubtedly  continued  to  his  death, 
in  iri('>2.  But,  if  it  did  not,  ins  colleague,  John  Kliot,  a 
man  whose  sixty  years  of  pastoratt'  were  an  example  ot" 
quiet  ct)urag(!  and  int<'n>e  purpose,  sui)plied  his  [)lace  in 
(iducating  men  to  iliv.  calm  [tursuit  of  a  determined  end. 
He,  t<io,  was  [)olemic  enough  to  <'oiil"ront  Mrs.  Ilutehinson 
and  her  supporters.  He  taught  two  generations  ol"  tlu^  men 
whom  our  "  revolutionary  sires"  c:dle«l  (lair  "  I'urilan  auces- 
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tors."  ^Vitll  iiifliiilc  (oil  1  i'an>l:il llic  V>'\\)]o  into  a  lan- 
LMiairc  w  ithout  an  alplialict ,  lie  tlicii  went  out  into  the  fort'st, 
with  a  heart  as  tciuK'r  a.>i  a  woinmi  and  as  l)ravc'  as  tlu!  lion 
of  .1  ndah . 

'V\\o  li\i'  natioir^  could  placr  near  twcuit}'  tliousand  war- 
ii()i->  in  l)attK>  Ixdorc  thr  t'arlicr  New  I"jiiiland  .set  t  h'nicnts  ; 
and  a  lnrnu(hd)Ic  array  ri'inaincd.  KiuLT  Philip,  who 
rrlux'd  to  treat  ^vith  any  hut  "my  I^rothcr  Kin^  Charles  of 
Ijiirland,"  and  detested  theA\hite  man,  told  Idiot  thai  he  did 
not  ''(-area  hutton  for  llu^  (lospcd."'  lint  J'diot  went  on  as 
if  the  \vords  of  Isaiah  were  thundered  in  his  ear,  Fi:au 
NOT,  thou  worm  daeoh  I  l-'or  I  the  Loid  thy  (Jod  will  hold 
thy  riuht  hand,  saying  unto  thee,  Feak  not!  1  will  help 
thee  !  " 

It  is  sad  to  think  that  I''Jiol's  Indian  policy  would  have 
saved  poor  Custer's  life  and  prevented  most  of  our  Indian 
wars.  ^Tr.  ICliot  "would  never  have  made  tin?  Indian  a  fiend, 
and  then  whined  over  a  lair,  s(piarc  Indian  liii'ht  and  terrible 
victory  as  a  "  massacre.*'  lie  thouLzht  that  o/ie  "season  of 
huntinir''  undid  his  missionary  ^\■ork.  lie  wonhl  have  the 
Indians  forced  into  souw,  kind  of  ci\  il  st)ciet\',  and  taken 
from  their  wild  ways  of  livini^.  "  One  season  of  hunlini: 
makes  them  complete  Indians.''  ( )ur  Congress  has  begun 
at  the  wrong  end. 

Like  all  enthu>iastic  men  \\\n)  live  much  \vitli  nature,  he 
had  some  comical  notions.  And  one  of  them  illustrates 
that  oui',  feature  of  the  aije,  which  so  much  alfecte(l  the 
logical  men  who  in  ITlIf)  tried  the  cdaiins  of  PaiTiament  hy 
the  sfpiare  and  IcNel  of  chartered  right >.  It  was  a  lor/ical 
age.    The  serinons  and  discussions  were  lessons  in  aeute 
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rt-asoiiiiiii^  on  suhjccts  th:it  lircd  the  heart.  Lol'^K"  Nva>  their 
opt-ra  and  ih'aina. 

Mr.  Mliot  ilhi>trat('s  tliis  i^i'^'d  pt-cnliaiil y  ol*  that  tiin(^  hy 
propusinir  ;i  school  ol'  Ionic  and  thc'oh»i:y  loi-  the  Indians  of 
Natick.  A  hiirical  Indian,  Nvilh  a  keen  pn-ccpt ion  of  tlnal 
causes  and  arnud  \\ith  a  tomahawl;,  would  he,  a  new  tcrroi- 
in  Indian  war.  And  I  should  distrust  Sitting  Hull  and 
S[)ottc'd  fail  as  theologians. 

My  fair  hearers  will  also  ])e  displeased,  perhaps,  that,  Mr. 
I'^liot  should  ilass  three  thinirs  toirether,  as  di>lina"uishinf^ 
the  "i)rayini:  "  iVoni  the  prophanc^ "  Indians,  to  wit  : 
"howliui:;  li'ioasinii"  their  Ixxlies  ;  and  adorniuii"  t Inur  hair." 
IhiL  these  are  trilU's  in  the  life  of  the  apostle  to  the 
luilians. 

The  Indian  1)11)10  has  sui'vived  its  earthly  u.so.  But  the 
eye  of  love  and  revercuee  can  still  picture  that  devout  and 
earne>t  teacher  <:atherini2,"  the  simple  forot  children  toirether 
in  the  hlessed  land,  hadinu*  them  like  children  to  the  feet  of 
Jesus,  and  sin<:-ini!,"  the  i)>alms  of  Isracd  in  the  plaintive 
Indian  song,  though  the  confusion  of  tongues  is  forgotten, 
lie  was  pastor  for  sixty  years,  and  sleeps,  hy  the  side  of 
liis  old  wile,  iu  "the  Minister's  tonih,"  in  the  old  burying- 
ground  on  iMistis  street. 

From  the  lirst  little  church  on  this  hill  to  \Valtham 
Abhey,  in  the  parish  ol'  Naseing,  in  the  lOnglish  County  of 
Essex,  is  a  long  llight  in  s[)ace  and  time.  John  I'^liot  was 
horn  iu  the  pari>h,  perhaps  near  the  ruin.^  of  the  Abbey  that 
carries  us  back  on  the  steppiug-stunes  of  nine  centuries  to 
the  founding  there  of  a  religious  house  by  the  standard 
bearer  of  the  first  Danish  Iviug  of  Hnglaud. 
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l*nssil)ly,  ill  till'  clmrcli  ol"  wliich  this  Ahhcy  is  n  part,  ihc 
sister  ol"  Jolin  Mliol,  tlicii  a  younu"  tliiiiLi",  in  li)l<S,  \vas  mar- 
ried to  William  ('intis,  of  the  same  j»ari>h,  who  came  out 
hei"e  with  his  l)rot her-i ii-law' ,  "The  Aposth*/'  in  the  ship 
Lyon.  In  l.s.">ll  this  William  ('urtis  hnilt  the  oh!  (  nrtis 
iiouse,  that  has  stood  hy  Stony  hi'ook  toi-  nearly  two  him- 
dre(l  and  lil'ty  years;  always  in  the  lineal  p()ssession  ol"  the, 
sanu'  I'amily,  and  whieh  has  seen  every  war  in  this  eonntry 
ropresente(|  hy  one  or  more  descendants  ot"  that  lirsl 
st^ttler.  The  lionse  is  o\'ershado wed  hy  an  elm  which  was 
I)lanted  as  a  sa[)linu'  in  177.").  It.  is  the  oldest  house  in  New 
I'Jiiiland. 

Uniler  its  (plaint  root',  now  stored  with  curious  memorials 
of  a  far-oil*  past,  w  hen  deer  were  shot  in  the  door-^  ard,  and 
wolves  were  "  killed  on  the  Curtis  farm,"  hy  which  a  hundred 
railroad  trains  run  now,  daily,  —  a  com[)any  of  men,  a  hun- 
dred years  ai^o,  were  (juarteretl.  A  hundred  and  thirty 
year>  het'oro  that,  John  lOliot  must  ha\e  olten  sojourned 
there.  it  is  said  to  have  betui  u-^cd  as  head-quarlers  hy 
\\'a>hinL^ton.  The  present  oeeui)aht,  Mrs.  Isaae  Curtis,  wdio 
«ra\('  a  husl)and  and  a  son  to  tlu'  late  war,  has  many  r(;lics 
nf  anti(]uarian  interest.  The  l"ulure  hisloi-ieal  soeiety  of 
Koxhury  may  wcdl  he  proud  ot"  this  old  home  of  a  patriotie, 
puritan  rai-e  ;  and  the  pres(?rvat ion  of  the  building,  intact,  is 
n  matter  ot' public  interest. 

It  seems  stranire,  that  betbre  (iustavus  Adolphus  or 
Charles  the  Twcdlth  of  Sweden  were  born,  a  Koxhury  man 
>hould  have  ever  eonunandi-d  a  e()mi)any  o{'  loot  at  the  siege 
of  Amiens,  under  Henry  of  Navarre.  Yvi  Thomas  Dudley, 
the  lirst  I)ei)uty  (iovernor  of  Massachusetts,  was  the  man. 
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Pairt'  to  the  I'/irl  of  Nort liainptoii ,  ot"  l<iii  to  the  I*';nls  of 
X()rtlaiinl)crl:m(l,  slcwanl  Tor  loiiL(  ye:irs  to  the  Mail  of  Lin- 
coln, I'oiir  tiiiH's  ( iM  iior  and  lliirtccn  limes  l)c|)nl\'  (Jon'- 
ernor  ;  lie  lisfd  down  lu-rr  hy  llic>idi'  ol' Smelt  hrook,  where 
the  Tniver-ali^t  ('hiiri  li  noA\'  .stands.  Two  sentences,  iVom 
that  life  of  him  which  ('otton  Mathev  is.snpposed  to  liavc; 
written,  miidit  he  ai)itlied  to  the  men  of  the  Ivevolntioii  : 
A  \'ery  w  ise  man  and  kne\v  how  to  express  his  mind  in  a})t 
and  i:-enth^  expressions,"  "  Severt'  cnonLih.  hnt  yet  when 
matters  were  not  clear  lu*  was  slow  to  proceed  to  jndiinieiit, 
as  most  wi>e  men  used  to  he."  '"(\)ni'ai:;e  and  constancy  to 
the  truth."  )iuM hat  would  not  -•liriid'v  therefrom,  for  fear  of 
favor  or  hope  ol' rewai'd One  miiihl  think  he  was  read  in;:; 
Deacon  (iridley's  town  records  of  inst  met  ion  to  Joseph  Wil- 
liams, alxMit  taxation,  a  ci'ntury  later. 

'idiomas  Dudh'y's  son  fIose[)h,  a  Koxhury  man,  seemed  to 
have  a  full  measure  of  determined  i)urp()se  and  sweet  wa}  ^. 
l'\)r  \\v  ^vas  Ivcpresentative,  Assistant,  A^jent,  Conuuissioner, 
President  of  \ew  Kniiland,  ("hiel"  Justit:e  of  the  Sup<M-i()r 
(  \)urt.  Chief  .Justice  of  New  York,  I)ei)uty  (lovernor  of  the 
Isle  of  Wiiiht,  Member  of  Parliament,  Captain  (Jeneraland 
(iovernor-in-Cirud"  of  Massachusetts  \\:iy .  Courtier  of  Queen 
Anne,  and  haskiuLi-  in  favor,  he  was  not  of  a  revolut ionar}' 
temper.  Hut  he  >ei'med  to  have  the  (pialities  of  purpose  an<l 
maimer  which,  it'  directed  to  a  puhlic  cause;  instead  of  to 
private  advancement,  would  have  calndy,  sagaciously  and 
<)l)stinat(dy  pushed  the  ohject  to  :i  successtnl  end. 

The  third  LTeneration,  which  hriuLi's  us  down  near  the 
l\c\-olution,  presented,  in  Paul  Dudley,  a  ^\■riter  on  Pevela- 
tion,  a  theolofrian  and  a  i;rand  ('liief  du>tice,  whose  career 
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w;is  one  of  i^icat  diLTnity  ."iiid  power, — ;i  lliorouiili  ex- 
niiipl*'  dl"  tlic  In'^t  1  faii->inlll('(|  liait>  of  I'liiiiaii  caliii- 
iH'-s   and  NiLit)!". 

That  old  ixdi'iiiic  life  has  another  cxaniph'  in  that  ionndcr 
oflhis  chui'ch,  W  illiam  1*\  nchon,  Nvhosc  c-nlircdy  pions  hook  on 
lliL'  .snir«  i"inL^.s  oi"  (  Mirist  was''  ordered  to  he  hin  iie(l  hy  the  exe- 
cailioner."  A  nation,  of  loixieal  laenllies,  inteirse  eonvietions 
and  i)atienl  s(dl'-eont rol,  was  ireUini;-  ready  fen-  177().  The 
civil  wars  of  lOnirland,  the  reliiiioiis  ^vars  oi'  l^'ranee,  tli(5  rcvo- 
eation  of  tlu'  Mdiet  of  Nantes,  A\hieh  llooded  Mni'opc^  and 
Anic-riea  ^vitll  fniiitives  for  reTiLnon's  sake,  kept  the  Ihinic 
ai^low.  The  Clinreh  and  Stale  in  Kniiland  were  too  closely 
eonneetiMl  to  let  the  old  despotism  of  ehnrc-li  Ix;  forii'otten 
^\hen  Parliament  heiran  to  invade  the  eohjniiil  rights.  The 
old  chord  \  il)rated  again.  Hut  the  Pnritan  habit  of  repi'ess- 
ing  intense  emotion  preventeil  pi-ematnre  rc^volt. 

I'lven  torty-tive  years  ago  some  of  tin;  aged  inhabitants 
about  the  country  farms  talked  a  little  like.'  (dd  covenanters. 
The  w'oid  "  sanctuary was  used  instead  of  ''church,"  and 
"the  house  of  (iod"  alm()>t  always  in.stead  of  ''meeting- 
house." Some  of  the  old  people  talki'd  wiih  a  sort  of 
religions  glow  Jibout  the  Britishers  and  Hessians  as  their 
uiici'stors  had  talked  of  the  iVntinomians  and  Cavaliers. 
Ivoxbury  was  veiy  primitive  then.  Koxbury  street  coiuhmi- 
traltd  the  town  life;  all  the  rest  ^vas  countr}'.  \\'alnut 
avenu(\  then  IV.u  k  street,  was  a  narrow  road,  from  the  sides 
of  wliii-h  large  coN'cys  ol"  (piail  ^vould  fre(juently  start  up. 
l-'oi-cst  Hill  street,  then  callctl  dube's  lane,  had  but  one 
habitation  U[)on  it,  —  a  \vr(tcheil  collection  of  ho\td  and 
shecis,  occupied  by  a  .M(»ori>h-looking  man,  who  kept  swine, 
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ami  liail  a  l»c\y  of  wild-cvid  clii Mrcii.  Ami  in  my  (•liil(li>li 
i-ainl)li'>,  as  the  xiucaliiiL:'  lirrd  would  conic  i-atllinii-  tlironLili 
the  dry  Icavo  of  tlic  woodland^,  followed  hy  a  troop  of 
tliese  scrcaniini:"  yoiiiiL:"  rx'donins,  1  liaxc  imauined  the 
terri)rs  of  .Mnniio  I'arL  in  ('eiilral  Africa,  when  his  lonely 
palh  N\as  crossed  hy  .saNa'je  Irihes  hnnliiiLi  the  hippopotami. 

There  \\a>  a  majestic  1  rce  upon  the  \\  illiams  hoinotead, 
near  A\'alnul  avemie.  It  was  [)lanle(i,  perliMps,  hy  the  old 
si'ttlcr  ol"  ]().■)(),  Kohert  Williams,  who>e  descendants,  as 
patriots  ami  patrons  ol"  learniuir,  ha\c'  left  the  i'amily  name 
OP.  the  declaration  of  Independence,  on  the  corner-st om;  oi" 
^\■illiams  CollcLiis  and  ow  the  hat  1  h>-lii'lds  ol'  the  devolution. 
A  Very  ancient  daim*,  mother  of  old  men  as  they  then 
8(M'ined  to  mt\  (old  me  that,  under  thai  tree,  she;  had  l"ed  thc3 
holdiers  of  1775  as  they  came  Ironi  JA'xiuLiton. 

"  Over  her  jjriivc  for  foi  ty  years 
The  j^rasses  have  been  jfrnwiiig." 

Hut  I  ]iav(^  thouLjlit  of  that  ivi'o  and  of  lun*,  avIkmi,  as  one 
of  hundreds  ol'  thousands  of  niarchiiiLi'  men,  I  ha\'e  heen  ted 
by  tlui  loyal  A\'onien  (d"  rhiladid[)hia ,  who  kept  their  halls 
open  thrt)Ugh  the  whole  of  the  Kehellioii  ;  and  I  hav(^ 
tliauked  (iod  for  the  apostolical  succession  ot".  niinisteiing 
anircU  to  maid<ind. 

There  ^^as  on  Warren  >treet  an  old  wooden  house,  hlack 
ami  shattere«l  with  more  than  a  century  of  >torms.  A  herd 
of  cow>  that,  1  helieve,  wore  ouce  stahhil  on  lh(^  parlor 
tloor,  had  found  hetter  (piartei-s  in  the  cellar  hcfore  the 
h(tu--e  ^vaN  ahandonecl. 

Many  a  lime  ha-,  my  honored  lather  stopjxMl  (mi  our  n\  a y 
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to  my  school  in  l>oston.  and  jxiiiitiMl  out  llic  IxmIi-ooih  in 
wliicli  Major  ( ii  iu  ral  Jox  pli  ^\'a^^^■ll  was  horn.  And  then, 
(IwcHiiiLr  on  tlio  story  ot'  LcxinLiton  and  P)iinkcr  Ilill,  or 
lidliuL;"  me  some  ino\  inu'  incident  ot"  heroism  hy  lichl  or 
th)o(l,  my  i^ood  lather  wouhl  till  my  eyes  with  tears  and  my 
\\)unL:;  heart  lull  ol'  Warren's  scjutimcnt:  — 

*'  JJu/ce  ct  lUroriDii  (  si  ],ro  jxitria  moriy 

And  it  seems  to  me  that  ^^'al■ren,  more  than  any  othor 
man,  has  imi)re>sed  thi>  st  iitiment  on  the  liiairl  o("  America. 

W  lu'ii  the  British  (Jeneral  said  that  W'ai-ren's  (h-ath  was 
worth  live  hundred  men,  he  lori^ol  that  Warren  had  (lone 
his  work  ;  tliat  liis  early  death,  at  thirty-lour,  had  }jut  the 
i^e:d  ot'  i^dory  on  it  ;  and  that  the  l)hH>d  ot"  mart^Tii  is  the  seed 
ot"  the  church. 

(ireat  I'rilain  Avould  have  hetter  sacrificed  live  thousand 
men  to  save  his  life.  I'^or  he  was  at  tin;  heiiiht  ol'  his  fame, 
lie  had  «:iven  hostages  to  fortune.  Xo  out;  could  he  sure 
that  the  heaven-horn  oiator  and  })atriot  \\()uld  also  he  "a 
lieaN'rii-horn  Li-eneral."  His  uhiry,  ahead}'  wow  in  th(!  Held 
of  ido(|Uence,  demandeil  e(jual  izlory  in  the  command  of 
troops,  —  a  irood  fortune,  ^uch  a->  no  ci\ilian,  suddenly 
[ilaced  iu  command  as  M;"iJoi-  (ieneral  without  passing 
throULjh  LTades  of  actual  st-r\ice,  could  have  e\[)ected. 
Who  that  stands  hy  Warren's  i:ra\e  would  taki;  him  from 
his  assured  immortality  in  the  nation's  heart,  and  expose  him 
to  the  chances  of  defeat  in  tlu'  li(  Id,  or  to  tlu;  caprices  of 
j)opular  favor?  His  death  was  the  key->tone  to  the  arch  of 
his  lahor. 

For  when  the  sun  went  down  on  the  17th  ol"  June,  1775, 


rcvolul  ion  \v:is  ;ui  acccptcti  fact.  (  )ii  llic  nioiiiiiiLT  lli.'iL 
tullowi'tl  that  I'lLilit  tlif  ast()iii>ln'(l  and  wounded  juidc  of 
tlu'  l*]nLrli>l>,  victor.^  tli()UL:li  tlu-y  wcic,  coidd  not  liavi; 
sul)inillcd  to  any  terms  wliicli  llie  dclcatcd,  hut  ast<ini.sh('d 
and  exultant,  (•oh)ni>t>,  would  have  aecepled.  The  17th  ot" 
.June  had  Ncrilied  that  (h'liant  prophecy  ui'  \\'ari-en  :  "'Hiesci 
t'edow  s  say  w  I'  won't  liiiht  I  \\\  Heaven,  I  ho[)(;  1  >hall  die 
up  to  niy  knees  in  hh)od  !  " 

The  hattle  of  Ihniker  Ilill  ^vas  the  irrevocahh'  covenant  of 
sueeesstul  revolt.  And  the  niis>ion  ot'  \\  ari'en  was  to  Itrin^ 
the  nal  ion  up  to  lUniker  1  lilL 

l'\>r  this  \vt)rk  the  inten>e  niai^netie  naliire  of  the  man  was 
ndapte(l.  And  lu're  ecunes  in  the  maiked  Turitan  clement 
airaiu  —  vonvlclinn  (it  vliifc  lirdl,  and  iiicxondAt  lo'/ic,  and 
j)(i(((itl  icailuuj.  His  W(»rds  wvw  like  a  cavalry  charge. 
His  personal  (pialities  assured  him  leadcr.>hip.  Wwi  just  a.s 
the  old  Puritans  \\ould  say,  :iiid  honestly  too,  "  Beloved 
l)rother,"  while  their  hearts  were  on  lire; — A\'arren,  Avhile 
conci'Utrat  inir  everythini:"  on  I  'liion  and  Ivcvolution,  and 
whih'  mahini;-  otllcers  shudder  \\hen  he  deli\-cred  their  C()m- 
niissions,  could  say — and  meant  it  —  "No  mohs  !  No 
c'onfu>ion  !  Xotunudt>!'"  "  Let  th(.'  pei-sons  and  ])roperly 
(•four  mo>t  inveterate  enemies  he  sale!" 

'i'his  old  I'uritan  town  may  claim  in  him  the  hest  re\olu- 
tionary  example  ot'  tln>  old  Puritan  concentrated  foi'ce, 
directed  upon  the.  turniiiii-point  of  oui-  debate,  and  then 
entii-ely  oxpcnde(l  \'\\^v  a  shell  in  the  mo>t  ellecti\e  way  to 
cany  it. 

The  town  records  of  IJoxbury  are  ])art  ieularly  lust  met  ivt;. 
They  olfer  modtd.N  ot'  lempci',  and  constantly  >how  the  inllu- 
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ciicc  ()(  tlic  slciii  I*iirit:iii  licnrt  and  miiid  and  will  and 
luaiincr.  I  licy  rrcall  llu-  men  who  "  adin()ni>li  with  love," 
spend  wctd^s  in  aiLinnnMil ,  and  slay  "for  the  (iospid's  saice." 

As  rai'ly  ns  ( )c'loI)('r  ,  Idlij,  wIumi  llic  town  conlainrd 
1,4^7  people,  (ow  n  nieelinii:,  "  expi'o.siiii:;  (lie  i:reate>t

In  his  lime  there  AVere  pleiit}'  of  men  liN'inu:  who  Iiad  heard 
('oluml)Us  denounced  as  an  impostor  for  l)ei:*<i:insi"  money  I'or 
a  hiir  huml)ULr  in  the  Atlantic,  flohu  l\li()t  was  teachinLT  the 
Indians,  aliout  the  tinu^  that  the  Mantchoo  Tartai's  coiKpiered 
('hiiia,  and  a  Li'i'uerat ion  hefore  Peter  the  (ireat  was  horn. 
Thi'  .Mini^ti'rs'  tond),  down  hero  in  Roxhury  street,  had  heen 
closed  halt"  a  century  on  John  I'di(jt"s  du>t,  hefore  I^'rederic 
the  (irc^at  ascended  the  rrussian  throne.  And  Dudley  iiad 
restetl  in  his  i:rave  one,  hundred  and  lil'teen  years  hefore 
Captain  Cook  sailed  round  the  world  and  discovered  the 
Sandwich  Ulands.

Since  it  was  IouiuUmI 
Russia  lias  had  a  (h)zen  rulers;  Poland  and  Ilunirary  liav(^ 
vani>hed  ;  the()ttoinan  i)owt'r  has  heeu  destroyed;  Algeria 
has  hccome  a  part  ol'  the  I-'n  ncli  Mmpire  ;  the  r)riti>h  lOast 
Indian  I'jnpire  and  the  title  of  ''(ireat  liritain"  itself  have 
i)eeii  croatotl  ;  in  France,  the  Kmpire  ot"  the  lirst  Napoleon,

'Idie 
gjirdcn  of  (iethseniane  cannot  he  subjt'ctctl  to  the  conditions 
of  scientitie  i iivest iirat ion  ;  and  we  know  that  the  })rayer 
was  not  answered  ;  and  the  cnp  did  n(jt  [)ass  away.  But, 
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Ix'cMiisc  it  did  n<it,  the  iiistniincnl  of  llir  most  iLTiioniiiiious 
piini-liiiuMit ,  \\liicli  \\:is  low  as  the  "cart  taylr"  of  ()iia- 
krr  torture,  Ix-caiiie  the  ahar-pieeii  of  the  most  gorgeous 
ealh(M|rals  of  the  woi-Kl.

I-'roin  the  dying-hed  and  the  l)a[)tismal  font  ;  Irom  the  altar 
and  the  grave  ;  iVom  the  sci'iies  ot"  resignation  and  the  scenes 
of  hope  ;  on  the  wings  (.t  th(3  Holy  Spirit  they  return  to 
soothe  the  heart  and  to  kiss  the  li[)s  that  uttered  them.

The  N\)rfolk  (inards  w  ere  seated  at  the  left  of  the  fourth,  and 
riirht  of  the  liflh  table,  'i'lie  Koxbury  Artillei-y  occupied  the 
left  side  of  the  tilth  table,  and  the  sixth  tai)le  \vas  taken  up 
by  the  Koxbury  City  (Juard.  Seated  at  the  tables  were  the

\vhat  happened  in  Ivoxhnry  in  old  times,  as  it  lias  been  so  elo- 
(jnently  spoken  ol'  by  the  orator  to-day.  It  is  true  that  1  have 
known  it  lor  overlltty  years.  AVhen  1  came  lu'ie  there  were  abont 
5,000  iidiabitants ;  Boston  was  an  island;  there  was  no  i)nblic 
conveyance  between  lioston  and  Roxbnry  at  that  time,  and  at 
liigh  tiile  we  conid  hardly  <iet  to  Boston  ilry->hod.  Now  the  same 
territory,  which  then  was  [)oi>uIated  by  .abont  five  thonsand  inhabi- 
tants, has  probably  from  thirty  to  forty  thousand,  and,  as  my 
eloquent  friend  said  to-day,  it  was  then  a  place  of  farms  and  gar- 
dens, with  here  and  there  a  house.  It  is  now  built  up  with  Idocks 
i>f  buildin;:;s,  and  there  is  hardly  a  garden,  an<l  very  few  of  the 
old  liouses  left.  \\'hat  a  change!  lint  although  there  is  change 
in  every  other  lopect,  in  one  1  think  there  is  not.  The  spirit 
that  animates  the  young  men  of  tu-da\-  is  the  same  s[)iiit  that 
aninnited  their  ancestors  of  177t!.  [Applansi;  ]  As  I  said,  it

The^'  aiv  the  landmarks  wliich  recall 
to  us  the  menutry  of  our  fathers,  and  encourage  us  to  imitate 
llieir  virtues,  and  to  >treimthen  and  pei-petnatc  the  principles  of 
gootl  gt)vernment  I'or  which  they  labored  and  helped  to  establish.

1  was  ixi'ilili*"'!  l)y  tlit'  cUxiuuncc  thai  has  charmed 
mc  iH'iurc.  —  that  of  the  (  ollcctor  of  the  I'oi  t  of  lioNloii.  11c  is 
youiiu»T  than  1  am  ;  his  view  is  very  h(«i»cfiil,  and  I  hoix;  his  vit!\v 
is  perl'eetly  light.  Hnt  it  docs  scciii  to  mc  thai  this  is  a  solemn 
occasion  ns  well  as  a  <j;ay  one.  I  should  l)c  nnwilling  to  sriuiresl 
that  at  any  time  within  the  memory  of  this  ^cni'ialion  men  may  be 
(.•ompellcd  to  niei't  their  brothers  in  liostilily  on  the  liidd  in  defence 
of  libel ty,  free  j^overnmi'iit ,  and  the  will  of  the  constitutional 
majoiily,  I  do  not  c\i)ect  it  ;  but  1  am  not  soir\  that  wc  keep  np 
our  old  military  tra-litions  throughout  the  whole  length  and  bii'adth 
of  the  land. 

It  i^  a  pleasure  to  me  to  meet  to-night  the  chairman  of  this 
asscnibly,  who,  as.  lias  Ijeen  eloquently  said,  was  an  excellent 
Mayor  of  the  city,  and  an  admirable  (iovernor  of  tlu'  State.  As  1 
had  till'  honor  of  saung  to  you  in  the  ehurcli.  though  I  don't  know 
that  the  allusion  to  him  was  exactly  undeistooil,  he  seems  to  me  to 
repre-sent  the  Puritan  viitue  of  ecjuilibrium  under  pressure, —  self- 
control, —  and  that  is  [uecisely  what  an  i'Xciuti\e  of  a  free 
government  should  represent  ;  he  ought  uvwi  to  give  "  U[)  to  party 
what  is  meant  for  mankind."  it  is  because  this  priuci[>le  of 
e(iuilibi"ium  lies  det'p  and  strong  in  the  hearts  of  the  Anu-ric-an 
people  throughout  the  northern  country,  and  1  hope  and  believe,  in 
the  hearts  of  the  majority  of  the  South,  that  1  hxjk  for  a  peaceful 
solution  ol' the  dillicult\'.  I  turn  with  conlidcni-e  to  the  e(]uilibrium 
of  tliO  country,  —  the  old  Puritan  (juality,  the  quiet  steailine.ss  of 
determination  to  (Iciaaud  nothing  wroiig.  and  \o  subtnit  to  nothing 
wrong. 

There  is  a  story  of  ai»  lujuest  old  tradi'r  on  the  border,  who, 
ilealing  with  >on)e  tricky  customers  in  barti  r  trade,  weight  for 
weight,  found,  after  he  had  parcelled  (»ut  just  measure,  that  his 
side  of  the  scale,  when  his  back  was  turned,  was  a  poun<l  short  ol" 
even  weight,  and  pulling  hi>  hard  ol<i  hand  into  ihc  ilelicicnt  bal- 
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anci-  au::iinst  llic  /V<n/'/  in  the  otlirr,  ln'  wmild  liriii<_i-  llic  scales  to 
tlu!  foriiu'r  NayiiiL;-,  "  My  liaixl  wriuhs  a  poinul." 

In  e\fiil  of  iVaiul  or  violi-nco  l)y  an^-  iKUty  or  on  rillni  side,  I 
want  llu-  comniun  sense  and  di-eency  of  North  and  .South,  the 
e(jnilil>riuin  ol"  tlie  wlmh'  eonntry,  the  nation's  faith  in  (iodand 
Mian,  to  put  the  slronji;  v\^^\i[  hand  of  jnstiee  into  the  s(  ;de,  and, 
(ieniandinii-  only  uhat  is  rlLilit,  sull'erin;j.  nothing  that  i-.  ui«»n^-, 
insist  that  law,  order,  and  an  honi'st  Liovernnienl  >hall  presail. 

\V hen  spi-aUinLT  at  the  ehnrt-h,  I  Ihonuhl  of  an  inei<leiiL  which, 
ihouirh  trivial  for  introduction  there,  nnnlit  he  j/ropeih  introduced 
in  connection  with  a  toast  that  1  suppo.se  may  conu,'  later  in  the 
dinnei'.  1  think  we  ha\e  ne\er  fully  recouni/ed  our  ohli^aliiUis  to 
wouKin  at  liunker  Hill.  Ihil  her  ser\ ice  ihi'ic,  a  hundred  years 
a;^o,  was  important,  it*  not  conspicuous.  It  is  of  lecijid  that  the 
British  artillery,  which  ultimali-ly  was  hrouiiht  into  clo.^e  action, 
with  i;rape  sweei)ing"  the  redouht  and  eonl rihut inn'  to  our  defeat 
and  monu-nlary  submission  to  the  Hrilisli  aims,  >vas  at  liist  embar- 
rassed by  linding  that  t welve-[)oinid  balls  had  been  provided  for 
six'-ponndcr  guns.  And  some  of  the  chroniclers,  who  know  more 
alxjut  liistory  tlian  artillery,  srravcly  .say  that  the  British  necessa 
rily  h)st  nmch  time  in  ramming-  down  such  ' •  disi)ro[)ortioned  " 
sliot  into  six-pounder  guns. 

A  little  note,  in  regard  io  this  matter,  states  that  the  blunder  in 
regard  to  ordnance  \vas  owing  to  a  certain  ollicer,  uho,  instead  of 
attending  to  his  duties,  spent  his  time  in  llii  ling  with  the  school- 
inasler's  tlanghters."  Suoli  was  the  inlhuuici;  of  woman  at  Hunker 
Hill.  And,  certainly,  she  never  used  hei'  powers  of  llirtation  to 
greater  national  advantage  ! 

(Jentlemen,  I  have  spoken  so  long  at  the  church,  and  so  long 
now,  that  I  nni.st  extend  m\  cordial  thanks  to  n  ou  for  3  our  courtesy 
and  patience,  and  bid  you  good-night.

In  looking 
over  the  old  rolls,  iVom  away  hack  in  the  eail\  days,  wc  lind  the 
names  ol'  many  ol"  the  original  settlers  of  the  town,  and  when  we 
look  through  the  I'olls  of  to-day  Wi'  lind  the  names  of  many  <>{'  the 
ih'sccttddiits  (»f  those  i-arly  si-ttlers  —  good,  sound,  patiiolic  men, 
wiio  love  their  country  mon>  ihau  they  do  dollai>  and  c(  nls.

CiFAiitMAN  AND  Gknti.kmen  :  —  WiuMiI  was  ask'cd  to  take 
eiiinmand  on  this  centennial  du}'  oi'  the  '-Old  Norfolk  Pfiiards,"  f 
assnre  you,  sii',  1  I'elt  excecdiniily  emliarrasscMl  lo  know  iiow  I 
eoidtl,  after  so  many  years'  retiremeid  to  private  lile.  anain  hnckle 
on  liie  arnuM",  ami,  with  cretlii  to  in\'.s(df  or  with  honor  to  tlic 
famous  old  corps,  place  niysclf  at  their  head. 

And  now,  sir,  I  feel  douhly  eniltarrassed  to  he  called  upon  to 
respoiul  to  the  senliuiont  you  have  so  kindly  proi)Osed.  1  have 
alway.s  tried  to  follow,  if  in  nothiu'j:  cIm-,  in  this  one  trait  of  reli- 
ccnce,  our  ^reat  war  g<'neral,  who  now  commands  tlic  armii'S  and 
the  navy  of  these  United  States  ;  and  if  I  euuld  have  followed  him 
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in  militnrv  iiialtcrs  oiR'-hnlf  as  wcW,  I,  too,  iniirlil  [)ossil)ly  have 
become  rainoiis. 

liesiiK'S,  sir,  tliero  are  ''veterans"  in  niy  ranks  to-day  whose 
drum  and  life,  wlien  a  boy,  I  used  to  foMow  up  hill  and  (h)\vn  (hde  ; 
Tor  when  thi'  "(Juards"  came  out,  .sii',  llie  school  \\:is  always  dis- 
inisseii,  and  in  many  a  Ioul;  mari-h  I  lia\i'  helped  to  raise  adust  till 
no  doubt  they  wished  us  all  «j:rown-up  nu  n  and  in  tlu'ir  [)laces.  And, 
Mr.  C'haiinian,  thesi-  \wvc  the  days  that  tiie<l  the  soles  of  nu'u's 
boots,  when  steam-cars  and  horse-cars  Wi-re  not  availed  of.  And, 
under  ( J ibbs  and  I)oirii;ett  and  Spooner  and  Curtis  and  ( 'ook  and 
Dudley, — to  say  nothinij,"  of  Knower,  who  still  liv('>,  hale  and 
hearty,  I  sincerely  hope,  —  in  those  days,  sir,  the  ( iuards"  Ihoui^ht 
nothinj4  of  a  march  to  Saleni  and  Itack,  or  to  a  muster  at  Dedham 
IMains  or  (.^uincy.  .Vnd  in  ihoM-  ilay^.  of  ''()ld  l-inij;  Syne"  the 
true  sohHi'r  diil  not  stop  at  every  pumi)  by  the  wayside  to  refresh  ; 
and  "  ( 'cK  hituate "  was  an  unheard-of  ])everaLie.  Hut  ever  and 
aiu)n  they  canu'  int(»  line,  and  sonu'lhin^'  ol'  a  darkish  color  in  new 

llinghani  buckets"  was  [)assed  along  the  rai.ks,  antl  served  from 
briiihl  tin  dippers.  T  don't  know  what  it  w:i>.  sii-,  itut  1  always 
noticed  that  the  men  marclu'd  brisker,  if  not  >lcadier,  after  partak- 
inj^^  of  it.  The  bo3S,  too,  >omelimcs  found  a  little  of  it,  very 
sweet  and  palatable,  in  the  bottom  of  the  dipper.s.  and  1  think  it 
naiNt  haw  been  the  sanu'  that  ()ld  Ki[)  \'an  W  inkle  i)arlook  of  on 
the  mountain,  for  some  of  it  was  <i:iven  to  me  once  up  on  the  "  Old 
Fort,"  now,  alas,  lc\  i'lled  aiul  ilevoted  to  *'  weak  Cochitnale  "  onl}', 
and  it  allecled  me  very  nuicli  as  Old  Kip  \sas  alh'cti'd.  I  did  not 
sK'(.'[)  as  hmg  as  he  did,  but  when  1  awoke  the  day  was  far  spent,  no 
"(Jnards"  were  in  sight,  and  1  wendtHl  my  wav  down  fiom  this 
''Cold  Water  Mountain"  a  wiser  il"  not  a  better  boy.  and  I  made 
a  solenm  vow  that,  from  that  time  forth,  whatever  else  1  did,  I

Cuntlenien,  I  do  not 
pro[)ose  to  take  up  nuu-h  of  the;  liint',  bill  I  thank  you  t>ne  and  all 
for  the  i>art  you  have  liiven  the  ArtilleiT  ('oin}jany  in  the  observ- 
ance o['  this  day  ;  and  in  saying  that,  it  is  nol  a  mere  eonipliment . 
Gentlemen,  I  cordially  give  way  to  some  of  those  older  and  more 
eloquent  gentlemen  lo  whom  you  would  gladly  listen  ;  bul  1  will 
give  way  to  no  man  in  m}'  honor,  and  love,  and  esteem  for 
Old  Uoxbiuy.

.Mk.  1'i;i>iim;n  r  and  1'^.i.i.o\v-( 'hizkns  : —  I  am  sure  you  ^^ill  all 
agri.'o  willi  uu*  that  llieri'  is  Imt  one  man  in  this  city  who  ouLiht  to 
stand  ]\r\r  to-night  and  rc.sp(nid  to  this  toast  to  the  clcr«iy  ul"  Ivox- 
Itury.  It  was  he  whose  cdotjuent  lips  hrouiiiit  men  to  sii^n  the  rolls 
in  tiioM'  "lays  lo  which  allu-<ion  ha^  hccn  made,  and  who  plcadcil 
lor  them  in  the  pulpit  al'lcr  the}  had  gone  to  the  lield,  —  our  dear 
friend  (Uev.  Dr.  (ieoige  Putnam),  whose  hodily  health  ah)no  pre- 
vents him  from  l)einLi  iiere,  and  who  stands  in  the  lineal  succession 
from  the  first  minister. 

It  was  not  meiely  when  tin;  alarm  of  war  rung  out  a  few  years 
ago  that  the  authorities  of  Ivoxhiiry  called  the  cleigy  to  their  aid. 
The}-  ha\e  been  wont  to  do  this  from  the  liist.  A  hundred  years 
ago  Koxhury  iuul  no  minister,  bi'cause  he  had  laid  down  his  life 
for  his  eoiintry  when  the  great  struggle  for  fieetlom  was  Just  com- 
mencing. There  was  then  but  one  church  and  one  meeting-house, 
N\hiih  all  the  inhabitants  were  expected  to  attend.  No  other 
denomination  had  conu'  in,  nor  for  forty  years  afterward  did  any 
Come  in.  The  ineeting-house  stood  where  it  now  stands.  \Vhen 
Washington  was  l)eleagnering  lU^ston,  in  ITTT),  lioxbury  was  one  of 
tlie  loitifii'd  posts.  Kev.  Amos  Achims.  who  for  twi'iity-two  or 
three  \ears  ha«l  l)een  the  faithful  pastoi-,  was  indefatigable  in  min- 
istering to  the  troops,  as  well  as  lo  his  own  people.  After  preach- 
ing faithfully  to  his  congregation,  he  held  a  service  with  a  regiment 
of  soldiers  in  the  open  air.  'J'he  exi)o.Nure,  one  Sunday,  after  all 
ills  fatiguing  labors,  says  liis  biograi>her,  brought  on  a  fever,  tVom 
which  he  died.  So  it  came  al)ont  that  duiing  the  early  years  of 
the  Ki'Voluli(»n  this  ancient  town  and  church  was  without  a 
inini>ler. 

It  is  proper  to  say,  and  as  we  are  speaking  (;f  things  a  hundred 
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ycai's  jii^o  it  is  not  iiKh-licatc  to  sny,  that  the  juilpit  of  l\oxl)iiry 
has  had  a  ia!<;i'  iiithuMiCf  in  (li  tiTiiiiiiiii<4  the  cliararlcr  ami  i^iowth 
ol'  till-  tiiwii.  I  \\a^  iiit('iT^tc(l  ill  iiol  iiii!^- I  hat  oiir  I'hxjuriit  orator 
this  at'lcnit 'on  occiipii'd  no  >iiiall  pait  of  iii>^  tiiiii'  in  IclliiiL''  what 
thi"  iiiini^ltTs  had  saiil  and  (h»in'.  Ili'  would  not  liavc  hciMi  tnu;  to 
history,  and  hi'  \vt)uhl  havo  niissrd  si)nu'  «>l"  the  most  important 
materials  of  history,  if  he  had  (h)n('  otheiwiM*.  In  th(!  early  days 
of  tho  rolony  thrrr  could  Im-  no  conipli'lc  or'_ianizat ion  ol"  a  town 
till  a  (.-hnrch  had  hi'cn  i^tdlu'ird.  'IMmri*  nn«2,ht  ho  two  or  more 
churches  in  one  town  ;  there  could  he  no  town  without  one  church. 
In  an  inipt)rlant  scn>e,  therefore,  t-ach  tow  n  liad  its  very  hi'iiinninii" 
in  the  church.  (iiMieral  Sai^cnt  has  spoken  in  lit  Iani2,ini<;e  of 
'I'homas  ^\'elde  as  tlu'  lirst  nnnistcr,  and  of  the  great  inlluence  he 
i'\i  rte.l.  Hut  it  is  a  liti le  dillicult  to  say  w  ho  should  iKMCgarded  as 
the  lirsl  minister  of  IvoxbnrN'.  There  were  often  two  ministers  to 
each  church  in  those  days,  one  called  the  pastor  and  the  other 
called  the  teat'luM".  IJev.  Tlionias  \\'elde  was  ordainefl  as  pastor 
in  .Inly,  KJ.Ti,  and  in  Novemher  followinu  Kov.  John  Eliot  was 
ordained  as  teachei-.  Neither  alone  could  he  called  the  minister: 
the  teacher  l-'diot,  I  lliiiik,  was  the  most  of  a  minister.  ^Mr.  W  elde 
took  a  in<He  active  j)art  in  the  civil  alfairs  of  the  colon}'  than  in 
the  sj)iritnal  welfare  of  the  town.  In  he  went  to  Knuland,  on  a 
polilii-al  errand,  and  never  returned.  .lolm  l^liot,  on  the  other 
Iniml.  lived  and  lahoied  here  unremittingly  till  his  death  in  IG'JO, 
nearly  >i\ty  years.  He  wa-«  one  of  the  great  lights  of  New  Eng- 
land ;  hi>  fame  iilled  Europe;  he  made  Koxhuiy  known  the  worhl 
oM-r  as  till'  town  whic:i  had  for  its  minister  the  great  Ai)ostle  to 
the  Indians,     It  seems  fair  to  call  .lohn  l-diot  the  lirst  minister. 

The  town  has  owed  its  prosperity  in  jiai  t  t(j  the  eminent  ability 
and  to  the  cclebrit}'  of  some  of  its  ministers.  In  early  days  they 
discliarged  a  variety  of  functions.  Eliot  was  not  only  one  of  the 
founders  of  our  Latin  School  ;  by  his  will  he  endowed  a  Gninnnar 
School  in  .Tamaica  IMaiu.  lie  was  one  of  the  authors  of  the  lirst 
book  published  in  English  America.  The  gentlemen  of  the  press 
will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  lir>t  printing  press  brought  to 
Engli>h  America  was  proiaiied  by  a  minister,  and  set  up  in  the 
bon>e  of  a  minister,  Eresidenl  Duusler  ol"  llarvanl  College.  The 
firsl  issue  was  the  Freeman's  Oath  j  the  second,  an  Alnumac  ;  the 
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thiid  i^^uc  ami  lii>l  Nnlumc  was  tlu-  l»ay  rsaliii  lioolv,  wliicli  lias 
recently  l)eeii  so  murli  lalkcd  alxxit,  and  oiir  rarly  copy  wliieli 
has  ln'cii  sold  at  such  a  fahidniis  price.  Thomas  ^V(•ld(•  ami  .luhii 
Eliot,  the  two  Uoxhmy  miiiisters,  with  Iu  n  .  liichard  Mather  of 
1  )or(  hester,  were  the  authors  of  this  lainous  hook. 

As  our  toast-iiKiNter  has  heeu  rolling  out  his  ihyuies  upon  us,  1 
have  been  thinUiui:,  of  a  eritieisui  which  one  of  the  Caniliridiic  uu  ii 
of  that  *lay  made  upon  the  Roxhin-y  i)oets,  for  there  were  critics  in 
Camhridge  from  the  earliest  times.  .Mr.  Shepard,  of  Camhridge, 
aiUhessetl  the  authors  of  the  liay  I'salm  Hook  :  — 

"  Ve  Koxliury  jtofts,  krt  p  clear  of  tin-  (  riiiie 
Of  inissiui^  td  ^ivt-  us  vi  ry  ^nxxl  i  liyiiic  ; 
Aiul  you  of  I  )oi  rlu'stiT.  your  vi  rsi  s  It  iiu'tlu'U, 
Uul  \N  illi  tlu-  trxt'.s  own  words  you  w  ill  then  st rL'M;.(tln'n. " 

^\\'  heard  many  pleasant  stories  of  Jolui  Kliot  this  aflei'noou. 
lie  was  facetious  and  witty,  and  very  i-ntcrlainino-  in  convt-r-at ion. 
Above  all  he  was  remarkable  for  his  kindliness  of  si)irit  and  his 
charity,  liul  there  weie  bounds  to  his  charity.  Tiie  good  minister 
w  hi>  gave  the  poor  woman  all  his  quarti'r's  salary,  because  he  could 
not  untie  the  knots  in  his  handkerchief  in  which  the  pi'udent  parish 
treasurer,  knowing  ^Fr.  Kliot's  weakness,  had  tied  up  the  money, 
could  n»>t  abide  certain  persons, —  and  many  to-day  cannot  abide 
them  any  bi-tter  ;  he  could  not  abidi'  the  men  who  [)art  their  iiair 
in  tlh'  middle.  "  For  men  to  weai'  their  hair  with  a  luxurious, 
fo-menine,  delicate  jtrolixity,"  says  (\jlton  Mather;  to  preserve 
no  plain  distinction  of  their  sex  by  the  hair  of  their  head  anil  face  ; 
nuich  UKue  for  men  to  disligure  themselves  b}'  hair  that  is  not  their 
own  ;  and,  most  of  all,  for  ministers  of  the  gospel  to  rulHe  it  in 
excesses  of  this  kind,  he  could  not  abide.  Hut  the  hair  of  them 
that  professed  religion,  before  his  death,  became  too  long  for  him 
to  swallow,  and  be  would  express  himself  with  a  boiling  zeal  con- 
cerning it,  until  at  last  he  gave  over,  with  some  regret,  complaining 
'The  lust  is  become  insuperabh'.' " 

Nowadays  clergymen,  \Ne  are  told,  have  no  business  to  know 
anything  about  science.  One  of  our  early  ministeis,  Samuel  l)an- 
forth,  a  colleague  with  Kliot  iVom  IG.'jU  to  ItlTl,  was  eminent  as  a 
mathematician  und  astronomer.      lie  i)ubli.shed  abnanacs,  and 
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•j^ave  a  (U-sci  iplioii  of  the  romcl.  of  lllfil.  Mrs.  l^liol,  the  iiiitiister'H 
wile*,  was  "  skilK'il  in  |il»vsic>  and  i  liiiur<;i'iy ,  and  (lisj»cnscd  man}' 
sale',  yotxl  aiul  usi-l'id  nu-dii-iiics  iiulo  llu'  puoi  ihat  li:id  occasion 
for  tluMii  ;  and  some  liundrials  of  sick  ami  weak  and  niaiinc<|  people 
owed  praises  to  (lod  lor  the  l>i'nelit  uhicii  tlieicin  they  iVeidy 
reeeiveil  oC  lier."  At  that  lime,  it  miisl  he  renu'niheicd,  there  was 
iiardly  a  n-iridar  physician  in  tht*  Massaehn«<et Is  Hay  (  olony. 

Thi'  testimony  of  those  who  liaM'  written  ahotit  the  matlei'  is  in- 
variahiy  of  the  ^reat  ahility,  ekxiuence,  h-ariiinii,  and  piety  of  the 
Koxhury  ministry.  Tliere  lias  been  also,  on  tin;  jtart  of  the  people, 
a  mosl  honoiahle  and  kindly  reeoLinition  of  the  services  ui'  their 
pastors.  John  Eliot  wonld  not  consi-nl  to  reeeive  a  salaiy  raised 
l)y  a  town  rate  ;  it  was  raised  l)y  volnntai-y  eontrihntion.  In  his 
extrenii'  a<j;e,  for  fear  his  peo[»h'  miizht  not  he  foi'ward.  on  aceonnt 
of  the  ex[)ense,  to  i)roeure  sneh  ad<litional  pnlpit  ministration  as 
they  noedi'd.  he  projxtsed  to  relinijuish  his  salary.  *' ''I'is  ixjssihle 
yon  may  thiid;  the  hnrden  of  maintaining  two  nunisters  may  he  too 
heavy  lor^on;  hnl  I  deliver  yon  from  that  lear  ;  1  ihj  here  <^ive 
haek  my  salaiy  to  the  f^ord  Jesns  (  Inist  ;  and  now,  brethren,  yon 
nniy  fix  that  ni)on  any  man  that  (iod  shall  make  a  pastor  Ibr  y<ju." 
*'  lint  his  chnrcli,  with  a  handsome  reidy,  assnred  him  thai  they 
wonUl  eonnl  his  verv  presence  worth  a  salary,  when  he  shonld  be 
so  snperannnateil  as  to  do  no  fnrther  service  for  them." 

II<^w  liarnK^nions  have  been  the  relations  betwei  n  the  ministers 
anil  people  of  Uoxbnry  a[)pears  in  the  fact  that,  with  the  single 
exeeplion  of  TIjos.  Welde,  who  ri  tnrned  to  Ijigland,  no  minister 
has  ever  been  dismissed, —  I  speak  of  the  old  c-hnreh  which  covered 
the  whole  gronnd  till  reeent  years  ;  all  the  i)a>turs  have  diecl  in 
ollice.  The  pastorale  of  two  of  the  lir->l  mini>leis,  Kliot  and 
his  snccessor,  Noheiniah  Walter,  cover  a  peiiod  o['  one  hnndred 
and  eighti'eii  years;  and  the  i>astoiate  of  two  of  the  la>t.  Dr.  Tnt- 
nam,  —  long  may  he  conlinne  among  us!  —  and  Dr.  I'uiter,  his 
predecessor,  already  cover  a  period  of  ninet\ -four  years. 

Let  us  hope  that  in  the  future,  as  in  the  i)ast,  the  Roxbury  jiulpit 
may  deserve  and  may  exert  an  inllucnce  for  good  in  all  directions, 
as  large  as  is  legitimate.

Mu.  PuKsiDKNT :  —  I  am  almost  overwhelmed  at  this  welcome, 
and  at.  the  reeepti(Mi  I  liave  received  from  the  citizens  of  Rt)\-ltury. 
1  have  witnessed  llie  ^dowini:  liri's  of  i)at rii<t isni  which  this  Cen- 
tennial celebration  has  kindled  among  our  [u-opU',  and  li-li-ned  to 
till'  stirring,  eloqneiit  and  exceedingly  intci-esting  addicss  of  the 
orator  of  the  day  with  much  gratilication.  and  I  gladly  seize  this 
c>ppoitunity  to  olfer  a  few  ri'marks  of  a  suggestive  nature,  on  a 
subject  far  removed  fiom  myself,  but  somewhat  connected  with 
the  spiiit  of  this  occasion,  and  in  which  1  feel  a  d(H'p  interest.  It 
is,  Mr.  Tresident,  a  singidar  fact,  that  that  portion  of  the  great 
city  of  lioston  —  tiiat  section  in  which  we  live,  and  whose  glories 
an<l  honors  we  this  tlay  commemorate  —  is  no  longer  known  in 
any  ollicial  i)roceedings  at  Uoxbury.  It  is  true  we  still  have  our 
"  Ko.xbury  ("haritable  Society,"  our  "  Ivoxbury  Latin  Sciiool,"  our 
*' Roxbury  Savings  I nsiimtion,"  onr  "  Koxl»uiy  Alhcna-um,"  and 
onr  H<jxburv  military  companies.  Hut  Koxbury  itself,  —  old  Uox- 
bury, —  one  of  the  earliest  settled  towns  in  New  iMiglaml,  after  an 
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I'xisti'iU'i'  of  almost  two  ('cuturirs  :iml  :i  lialf.  with  a  iccord  <»t' 
wliicli  any  lownsliip  or  city  in  tlu' CoiiiiiHUiwcalt  li  may  Ik- pioiid, — 
llic  lioiiu-  of  tlu*  Apostlf  l'!li<>t,  tin-  DiuUrys,  the  SiiminTs  and  llu' 
WaiTfns,  ^  IK)  li)iii:;cr  exists!  Il  is  not  only  erased  (Vom  the  map 
ol'  Ma^sai-liii^elts,  Imt  it  is  no  loniier  met  with  in  tlie  itnlilir 
recmds  I  *'  Hostoii  1  li^hlands  "  lias  taken  its  place,  —  a  name  not 
only  inappropriate,  l)iit  possessing;  little  heantyand  no  sii^nilicanee. 
Why  this  ehan«ie  was  etleete(l  I  conld  ne\er  learn.  \\'h(  n  il  was 
sujiuesteil,  soon  after  the  annexation  to  Hoston,  1  was  opposed  to 
it,  and  lil'ttMl  niy  IV'eMe  voiet'  aizainst  it  ;  hut  in  vain.  Time  has 
lather  strengthened  than  wiakeiied  my  repiiL:|ianee.  A  dislin- 
gnislied  w  l  iter  has  said  that  "  a  rose  by  any  other  name  w  ill  smell 
MS  sweet."  1  do  not  believe  the  assertion.  I  know  that  the  name 
"  liostoii  lliiihlands"  does  not  sound  so  mnsieally  in  my  ears,  or 
carry  sneli  fra^ranee  to  niy  nostrils,  as  the  sim[)le  word  Kox- 
bnry,"  siirronnded  and  lioaiitilied  and  <2,loritied  with  a  halo  of 
plea^iiiLX  and  sacred  and  patriotic  associations.  Ksau,  when 
pressed  by  hunger,  sold  his  birthriL>hl  lor  a  mess  of  jjoltage  ;  but 
the  n-siili'iits  of  Koxbury.  not  realiziiej;  at  the  time  the  revolntion- 
ary  nature  of  the  act,  parted  with  the  loiiLi-cherished  name  of 
*'  Koxbnry,"  without  any  apparent,  reason,  and  witliont  receiving 
any  eciuivalent  ;  for  the  name  of  Boston  Highlands"  can  never 
be  regarded  as  snch.  lint  there  is  soiiu'  consolation  left.  The 
name  of  Hoxbnry  is  not  irrevocably  lost.  Boston  Highlands,  1 
believe,  has  never  been  establislu'd  by  any  ft»rnial  act,  and  the 
posl-ollice  station  is  still  known  as  Koxbnry  lhi\»ughoiit  the  Union. 
Then  let  lis  takt'  back  the  good  old  naiiu-  of  Koxbnry,  which 
cannot  be  too  often  rei)eated,  and  whicii  we  ha\c  reason  to  regartl 
as  a  sacred  deposit.  Let  it  be  restored  as  identifying  tlu-  precincts 
from  w  hich  it  has  been  so  strangely  spirited,  and  let  it  be  tirmly 
fastenetl  there  b}  an  adamantine  chain. 

And  now,  Mr.  Tresident,  I  will  oiler  as  a  sentiment,  "  Koxbnry 
in  the  past!  Koxbnry  in  the  present!  and  Koxbnry  fori'ver !  "

rasi's  uitlier  for  or  against  almost  all  of  the  geiitleiiien  here, 
1  would  infer  that  1  should  be  the  last  mail  that  ihev  would  desire 
to  lu'ar  iVom.  A  I'esponse  to  this  sentiment  would  come  more 
littinoly  from  the  Nestor  of  the  bai".  I  suppose  the  reason  that  he 
i.s  wol  ealled  upon  to  respoiul  is  on  account  of  the  arduous  duties 
that  he  has  [lerl'ormed  duiini;"  the  day.  My  experience  witii  the 
Ko\l)ury  har  dates  hack  thirty  years.  It  is  thirty  years  since  I 
became  a  citizen  of  Uoxbury,  and  a  student  at  law  ;  at  that  time, 
knowinu'  very  few  u[)on  these  ph-asant  hills  and  in  tlu'se  valleys. 
It  was  not,  sir,  the  strong  attraction  of  the  men  of  lioxbury  that 
brought  me  here,  but  one  of  the  daughters.  [Laughter.]  And 
having  In-cn  drawn  by  fomalc  inlluencc  to  the  citizens  of  Kc^xbury, 
1  have  never,  sir,  from  that  moment,  regretted  iny  connection  with 
it.  [Applause  and  laughter.]  When  1  came  to  I\oxl)ury,  the 
leading  men  of  the  bar  —  anil  I  may  say  the  h  avling  men  of  the  bar 
of  lh»'  County  of  Norfolk  —  were,  lirst  and  foremost,  the  lion, 
.lohn  .1,  C  lark,  who  was  at  that  lime  the  lirst  Mayor  of  the  city  (jf 
Koxbury.    lie  has  since  tilled  a  high  position  in  the  Slate,  and 
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has  icc(mv(m1  an  appointment  upon  the  Siipciioi-  l^cncli,  wliidi  lie 
ileclinL'il  ;  a  practil  ionrr  tt<  whom  we  all  look  with  icspcct,  and 
whose  loolsti'ps  we  (K-li^lit.  In  I'oHow.  Aii<»i1ht  of  llu-  K'adiiii; 
nionibcis  of  tlir  liar  ol"  that  day,  and  with  whom  1  came  into 
iiitimatr  ridatit)iis,  was  the  Hon.  David  A.  Simmons,  a  man 
who  liad  comr  iVtun  the  (.'onntry  into  lioston  carU  in  lifi-,  and 
Ibii^hl  his  way  up,  \uv\\  hy  inch,  to  a  iiiuh  position  in  ids  pro- 
li'ssion.  Ill'  occaipird  l««r  srM-ral  yi'ars  the  position  of  couiiscdlor, 
nndii'  (ioNcrnor  l'-\rrrtt.  llr  had  hicn  a  senator  of  the  State,  and 
ihrouuh  lifr  rrtaini'<l  an  active  inliiist  in  public  atlairs,  and  the 
prosperity  of  this  his  adopted  home  and  city.  Aniithei'  dislin- 
«z;uislied  mi'inlter  of  the  bar  was  the  lion,  j-'iancis  ,1.  lliHiard,  \\\n) 
has  written  many  te\l-i»ooks  o\\  the  law,  Hi>  books  upon  torlsand 
sales,  and  morlLraj^cs  ol'  n-al  proi)erly,  have  a  N'ery  leadinij:  in- 
Ihienre  lo  this  day.  And,  although  li\  inu'  in  a  distant  eil}':  \\  e  still 
look  back  with  jdeasure  to  our  association  w  it  h  him  in  former  times. 
Another  NouuLTi'r  nuMuber  of  tlie  bar  ^vas  the  lion.  William 
NVhitinir,  a  leading  practitioner  in  i)Jitent  cases,  and  whose  recent 
tleparture  iVotn  \our  mid.^t.  after  liavini^'  been  elevate<l  to  (.'ongress, 
niaives  it  enlindy  supeilhujus  for  me  to  dwell  upon  his  many  vir- 
tue.N.  These  were  the  members  of  the  bar  at  that  time  ;  and  since 
thiMi  many  youuLier  mend>ers  have  grown  u[)  to  take  their  jilaces. 
And  although  tlu;  lioxbury  bar  endiraces  a  very  small  mimber,  I 
vi  iitnre  to  say  that  its  members  have  taken  full  rank  in  all  the 
honors  of  the  proh'ssion  in  pro[)ortion  to  their  luimbers.  It  has 
furnished,  during  my  resiiK'Uce  in  Ivoxbury,  a  judge  of  the  Trobate 
Court,  the  lion.  \\'illiam  S.  Leland,  wliose  services  as  an  upright 
judge,  following  in  the  footste[)s  of  his  Injiiored  father,  who 
preceded  him,  you  will  renu-mber,  and  you  all  loolv  baclv  with 
mourntul  regret  to  the  many  social  and  pleasant  relations  of  life 
with  him  now  sevt-reil  fort-ver.  Koxbury  ha>  al>o  furnished,  as  its 
quota  from  the  bar,  a  district  attorney  of  the  Southeastern  Dis- 
trict, consisting  of  Norfolk  and  I'iymoulh  counties;  it  has  fur- 
nisheil  a  connnonw eallh's  attorney  for  the  County  of  Sulfolk  ;  it 
l>as  also  furnished  in  moie  nn^dern  times  a  Mayor  for  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  a  (iovernor  for  the  Connnonw eallh  of  ^Massachusetts. 
[Api»lause.]    To  what  higlu-r  and  greater  honors  y(»u  may  attain, 
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sir,  wo  know  not.  [ Applaiiso.]  Hut  we  in:iy  say  in  tiu'  lanpfnau^u 
of  the  weiril  sisters  :  —

And  ^ihlllt  be  wliat  tlioii  iirt  proiiiiscd." 

Tlio  prnrtico  of  tlio  profession  of  tlio  hiw  is  i\  high  and  honorable 
oiu'.  I  iiavc  oltiMi  ]>tM'n  anuisiMl  whi'ii  tlio  cpu'stioii  has  liocn  asked 
in  a  sonii'w  iiat  (jiiizzii'al  and  cynit-al  N\  ay,  ^^  h^•th(•r  an  honest  man 
(•t>nld  Ik-  a  lau  vi  r.  [I.anghter  and  ajjphmse.]  Why,  no  one  but 
an  h(»m'st  man  has  any  Imsiness  to  1)0  a  lawyer.  No  one  hnl  an 
honest  nuin  can  I'onceivi'  tho  hij^h  diLTnity  and  honor  of  llic  position 
of  a  lawyer.  The  lawyers  of  this  oonntiy  have'  marked  and  lixed 
tho  history  of  tho  eonntry  ;  the}  have  lixed  its  U'^i.^lalion  ;  and 
I  hoy  have  uivon  torn  and  character  to  tho  institutions  of  this 
eonntry  ;  they  Innc  created  respect  for  tiio  law  ami  its  peaceful  on- 
forcomont  ;  and  to-day  if  3'ou  find  a  man  who  is  thoroughly  grounded 
in  tho  law,  ho  looks  to  the  Constitution  of  these  United  States  as 
the  foniiiiation  and  bulwark'  of  our  libi-rtios.  I  am  not  responsible, 
nor  is  the  pri>fossion  responsible,  for  the  i(liosy nciasios  of  the  bar  ; 
but  I  have  the  right  to  say  that  the  man  who  correctly  conceives 
tho  dutii's  and  assumes  tho  i)()sition  of  a  high-toned  lawyer  has 
need  of  all  the  genius  awarded  to  man  ;  ho  has  need  of  all  the 
breadth  of  mind,  of  all  the  knowledge,  and  science,  and  art," and 
labor,  and  skill  which  he  can  command  to  attain  .success  in  the 
practice  of  the  law.  Thoro  is  no  kni)wleilge  too  high  to  be  of  ser- 
vice, and  there  is  nothing  so  low  and  remote  in  the  labors  and 
duties  of  life  that  is  not  serviceable  as  an  illustrati(jn  of  tho  prin- 
ciples that  he  is  callcvl  u[)on  to  maintain.' 

Now,  sir,  turning  to  another  subject,  I  could  not  help  listening 
with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  tho  sentiment  announced  hero  this 
evening  in  honor  of  the  President  of  tho  United  States,  whoever 
he  juight  be  now,  f»r  in  the  future."  Any  man  Avho  is  legally 
elected  to  that  high  oIIkm'  should  be  honored  and  resi)octed  as 
the  chief  executive  of  this  great  nation.  All  nmst  fool  that  no 
man  has  any  right  to  give  up  to  party  what  is  duo  to  his  country. 
[Applause.]  1  believe  that  the  groat  bod\  of  tho  people,  of  all 
10 
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parties,  in  tlu'  riiitctl  Stall's,  an-  t li(Hoiiji;lil y  lioiu-st  at,  lioart,  and 
ilt'.siii'  llu'  bi'st  iiilcii'sls  i»r  coiiiitry  ;  and  it  is  not  foi  on*-  party 
to  as>.nnu;  all  of  liio  honor,  all  ot"  tin-  nn)ralil\  ,  and  all  of  llic  in- 
ti'^nit>  in  the  CDunlrv,  it  i>  a  l-asi-  lalsi-hood  npon  Innnanity,  antl 
upon  nianUind,  I'or  any  parl\  to  as>unn'  that  ;  the  truth  is  that  the 
»;reat  bod}'  ol"  the  [x'ophi  ot"  all  parlii's  arc  honest  and  di-sire  the 
Ijest  inter»'st  of  the  fountry .  [Applause.]  We  have  a  ^ovi-rnnienl 
ol"  law,  and  itsj^reat  .si^ni lirance  is,  that  it  i>.  a  Lrovernim  iit  ol'  law. 
Our  Constitution  provides  how  our  eleet»)rs  shall  be  ehosi-n  by  the 
pi'(jple,  and  how  their  ehoiee  shall  be  inau;^uraleil  afler  he  is  ehoben. 
The  prineiple  of  the  jj,o\ eiimient  is  that  the  niajoiity  shall  lule; 
and  when  any  man  is  elected  by  a  clear  majority,  it  is  the  ii;^ht  and 
the  duty  of  that  man  to  assuiue  the  responsibility  of  the  goverii- 
menl .     |  Applause.] 

Now,  sir,  1  cannot  believe  that  we  have  had  eighty  years'  ex- 
perience in  constitutional  government  l"or  nothing.  1  cann<jt 
believe  that  this  government,  that  has  attained  such  magniilccnl 
n-sidts  in  the  past,  is  to  come  to  naught  under  the  inlluence  of  a 
high  party  spiiit  which  is  unwilling  to  }  ield  wiien  the  majority  at- 
tained is  on  the  one  side  or  the  other.  I  believe  there  is  still  suHi- 
cient  patriotism  and  integrity  in  this  couiitiy,  and  in  the  [jeople,  to 
maintain  a  republican  form  of  government,  howt  ver  i)arty  interests 
may  clash  and  whoever  may  be  successful.  ^^  hy,  if  we  all  had 
patriotism  enough  to  defend  our  country  against  the  assaults  of  a 
rebellion  organized  in  one  part  of  the  country,  haven't  we  patriotism 
enough  to  yield  when  one  party  is  swei)t  from  p(nver  by  the  success 
of  the  other?  Most  assuredly  we  have.  We  are  not  to  give  u}) 
this  magnificent  republic,  extending  from  ocean  to  ocean,  with  its 
forty  millions  of  i)eople  ;  we  are  not  to  give  that  up  to  anarchy  and 
revolution,  but  in  this  Centennial  year  w  e  will  not  forget  the  lessons 
of  one  year  ago,  when  we  sang  the  song  of  peace  on  earth  and  good- 
will to  men.  We  were  honest  and  patriotic  then,  and  we  will  be 
bouest  and  patriotic  still  ;  and  so  let  us  once  more  unite  and  secure 
peace  on  earth,  and  especially  peace  throughout  these  reunited 
suites  of  America.  [Ap[)lause.]

UESPONSE  OF  MAJOR  GKOROT-  CURTIS. 

Mu.  Cii.MKMAN  AND  Ci KMLEM KN  :  —  Yon  may  well  be  sure  that 
I  feel  embarrassed  in  risin<jj  to  respond  to  this  toast,  and  I  regret 
that  Mr.  J/itth*  is  not  present.  But.  gi'ntlemen,  when  I  was  called 
to  take  part  in  tiiis  celebration,  1  thought  tliat  it  )>elon<i,ed  to  some 
oilier  citizen  who  is  recognized  in  some  of  tlu'  old  organizations. 
Bui  I  always  stand  read}-  to  perform  my  duly  when  called  iipi;n,and 
I  accepted  the  position  I  have  taiciMi  to-day  ;  aii<l  as  I  liave  ever 
found  it  in  the  city  of  Hoxbuiy,  the  military  are  always  on  hand 
whether  it  rains  or  shines.  1  was  perfectl}'  astonished  to  find  so 
many  military  au«l  citizens  out  on  this  stormy  ihiy.  Hut.  as  I  said, 
when  you  cull  ii[)on  the  militia  of  Koxbury  tlu  \  always  linn  out. 
It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  Inid  that  the  miHtary  of  Roxbury 
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keeps  up  its  or^aiii/.alion.  liiit  I  \\:mt  to  s.iv  that  tlic  iiiilitary  of 
K*»\l>iiiy  are  imt  Mippoite.l  Ity  wliat  tliey  ^c  t  iVoin  llie  State.  aii*l 
tlu'V  have  tu  put  tlieir  hands  into  their  pockets  lo  keep  up  tlu'ir 
or|j:aiu/.ation.  And  I  want  to  say  to  the  eiti/ens  that  it  is  llicir 
<hily  to  put  tlu'ir  Iiands  into  theii-  poeket>  and  sei-  to  it  that  riot 
one  of  llie  military  ronipanies  sliouKl  want  lor  liinds  to  ke<  p  nj)  their 
or^aid/ation.  [Apphiuse.]  In  response  to  tluMoasl  I  will  relate 
a  little  im-idi'nt  which  oceiiried  in  the  Mayor's  ollice  whilst  I  was 
one  of  the  Aldermen,  Mayor  Dearhorn,  whom  nou  all  knew,  was 
a  vei y  popular  man  amongst  us,  and  an  honored  and  ropectahlc 
cit  i/.en,  \s  ho  has  now  «^oiio  to  his  lon«;;  honu-.  'IMiis  occa-^ion  was 
a  time  wlu  n  the  lirenu-n  had  petitioned  lor  pay.  They  never 
received  pay  in  those  days,  and  they  had  come  to  the  Hoard  of 
Aldermen  lor  it.  A  nu'eMUL;  of  the  connnittec  was  called  to  see 
what  to  do  about  paying  the  firemen.  As  yt)U  veiy  will  know, 
wi-  had  a  City  ("Icik  of  Ivoxhury  who  lu-ld  tiie  position  a  ^reat 
Uiany  years,  and  who!n  we  all  loved  to  honor;  and  we  think  a 
Uieal  deal  of  him  at  tlie  [jiesiMit  lime.

women  were  so  culliusiaslic  that  they  sta3('(l  in  t'am|i  all  ni^ht, 
and  the  (|Ucstion  ar(»sc  auiou«4'  those  military  men,  W  hat  shall  we 
do  to  make  room  lor  thcsi*  ladies?  The  Koxhury  men  soon  found 
a  way.  They  lixe»l  the  tent>  into  hi'rlhs,  and  <:ave  tin-  wonu'U  the 
lower  herth•^.  [Applause  and  laULiliter.]  As  they  camt;  maichiii^ 
home  hehind  the  old  Hoston  Brass  Uand,  under  the  leadership  of 
KlagiJ,  thou;j;h  tired  from  fatiLiue.  when  we  came  up  State  street  every 
nwm  braced  up  and  walked  like  a  boy.  And  when  I  look  around 
ti)-uiLrht,  and  see  how  many  Roxbury  boys  an'  here,  —  and  you  can 
count  them  upon  the  ends  ol"  your  fum'ers,  liec-ause  they  aic  scat- 
tered all  over  the  State.  —  and  I  am  happy  to  say  one  who  went 
down  to  build  Uhode  Island  is  here  to-niiiht,  a!ul  so  they  are  here 
from  Maine  to  Cicoriiia.

h.ave  now  come  together  to-day,  and  we  sei;  tlient  sh.Mkiiig  the 
friindly  hand;  and,  while  their  luMlies  are  tottering,  we  see  the 
lire  llasii  from  their  eyes,  and  1  feel  that  the  grip  they  gave  each 
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otliiT  luoiiixlit  Up  n-collcct i«)Ms  of  a  liappv  bovliood.  1  was  ^lad  to 
lit'  Ih'Ii",  ami  1  am  <;la(l  to  In'  piMiiiit tnl  In  >pf;ik  Inr  lliosf  iin'ii  at 
lliis  j^atiii'iiiiu.  1  li  i'l  tlial  it  is  an  luxior  to  sprak  l\>v  llic  Ku\l)ury 
nu'cluinics,  ami  I  In  l  that  it  is  an  honor  lo  he  a  nicniber  <j1'  llie 
Ivoxbiuy  Artill»'i\  Association.  I'Ih'}'  ha\r  al\\a\-^  hem  ready 
wlu'n  called  u[)on.

M  ajor  .Iclli  it'S, 
a  \\'fNt  Point  man,  was  in  coiiimaiKl  ;  hr  piil  on  a  still"  iippiT  lip, 
and  >aid  ln'  wonld  iio  into  line  ;  and  they  went  into  line,  and  J 
hdw  iii'MT  heard  iVom  llu'in  since.  [Lanuhter  and  api)lauso.]

No  man  s|K'nI  mt»re  mone^  than  I 
to  (K'fi'at  annexation  of  West  Koxhiny.  \\'hen  the  war  closed, 
West  Ivoxbnry  did  not  owi'  a  dollar;  an-l  we  weii-  the  onl\  town  in 
the  State  in  that  eonilitloi.  We  enli>tt'(|  men,  raiNcd  money,  and 
c:iriied  on  man}'  improvi'mcnts  ;  and  we  [)aid  for  every lhin<i,"  as  wi; 
went,  lint  when  tiiat  fatal  day  cam(\  wc  were  defeatctl  ;  we  hccame 
a  part  of  Boston,  and  aecejited  it  with  a  *^(nn\  <xrace  ;  and  with  sneli 
an  administration  as  w c  havi'  had  for  tin.'  past  ihrei-  years,  I ,  for  one, 
t'eel  pr<»nd  of  Itcinu'  a  citizen  of  Boston.  [Applanse]  I  sec  a 
Liri'.nt  man\'  here  whom  I  know,  and  a  meat  man\'  whom  1  do  not 
know  ;  lint  I  am  parlicniarly  pleased  to  sec  so  many  of  the  Noi- 
folkdnards"  and  take  them  hy  the  liand.  Before  we  left  oni- 
lu'ail-cjnarlcrs  a  roll  was  prt-seiitcd  to  e\ery  man  to  siiin  his  name 
and  a^c,  and  I  was  snrjiriscd  to  see  how  nniny  of  that  nninher 
were  threescore  years  ixud  ten.  I  will  (U'tain  yon  no  longer, 
l^i'nllenien,  as  there  are  a  lireal  many  here  who  will  interest  yon 
mnch  more  than  1  can.

The  Norfolk  Oiiards  Association  w:is  oif^aniziMl  specially  for  th(; 
occasion,  tliroULih  tiu'  clt'oits  of  Captain  (inild,  Joiin  V.  Newton, 
IOs<i.,  Mr.  .Iclm  Dove,  and  oilier  w ell-lvnown  citi/t-ns  and  loiiiicr 
acti\c  nu'nil)ers.  The  c6nii)any  was  (^r;i:ani/.cd  in  1.S18;  was  rcor- 
•iani/i-d  in  l<s;}S,  after  a  teniporarv  intermission,  and  was  dishandid 
in  KS."i').  ( 'aptain  ( i  uild  was  llir  onl\  conniiissioiird  olliccr  of  t  he 
i'onipany  jiresi'nt  ;  he  connnanded  llu;  corps  aijont  lM4(i,  tlnrin<i; 
some  of  till'  palmiest  days  of  its  history.  Captain  (Inild  fnrnished 
a  rotMii  in  (Inild  Row  for  a  li'nii>orary  armory,  and  diiiini;  the 
week  precediuLT  the  celebration  those  veteran  volnnteers  met  for 
preparatory  drill,  as  many  as  thirty,  forty  and  lifty  appearini^ 
together  on  the  sanu'  eveninji'.  The  iionr  piceiMlino  the  formin|i"  of 
the  procession  Nvas  s})ent  in  the  sanie  landalile  manner,  llie  company 
having  pievionsly  enjoyed  a  collation  in  (Inild  Row.  'i'he  snecess 
of  thi'>  retniion  of  the  Norfolk  (Inards  was  a  most  pleasant  as  well 
as  a  really  rennirkahle  featinc  of  the  day.  The  company  had  not 
bad  a  ri'nnion  since  1800,  and  the  snrvi\  ini:  memhers  ai-e  all  well 
advanced  toward  the  period  in  life  when  marehinii,-  in  a  pnldie  pri)- 
cossion  could  hardly  i)e  expected  of  them,  lint  the  call  to  mareh 
in  honor  of  (^Id  Koxhnry  w  as  irresistiltle.  These  veteran  citizens 
pr«)niptly  assemhled,  an<l  the  association  presented  a  comhinalion 
of  social  and  hnsincss  elements  seldom  seen  in  om*  detachment  of 
a  local  [)arade.  After  the  pnx-ession  was  dismissed,  the  :i>so(  ia- 
lioM  returned  to  their  temporary  armory,  where  mo>t  of  the 
UH'mlter.N  siirned  the  roll.  The  names,  a^^-s,  and  date  of  memhei-

Anioni!;  the 
aeti\i'  nu'inluMS  of  tho  (Inard  who  parlicipalcd  were  I/ieiils.  (Ico. 
().  FilK'browii,  wlio  was  in  cliarge  of  llie  n->lieis  al  the  chnrcli  ; 
(  M'o.  1^.  Hall  and  II.  C'.  (Jardner.  who  were  in  the  raid^s. 

The  time  allowiMl  (ien.  SarLicnt  to  prepare  the  oiation  was  inucli 
too  short,  and  (»nly  hy  a  neiiieet  <d"  hi>  pri\ati'  l»n^ines>  was  he 
enahleil  to  eomplete  it.  \'ery  little  had  lieen  pulili-lied  o|"  the 
hi^tor\'  of  K»).\liury  lufore  and  dnrinij;  (he  lu'Volulion,  and  a  lar<^c 
|>ait  of  the  data  had  to  lie  (^htaincd  Ity  a  personal  inspection  of  old 
records,  A  WDrk  evidently  so  lahorions  conld  lia\'e  liei'n  perlormed 
ill  so  l)rief  a  period  only  liy  one  aelnateil  liy  liie  mo>l  ardent 
devotion  to  the  home  of  his  childhood,  ami  a  patriotic  desire  to 
rescue  its  history  fiom  the  oliscnrity  with  which  it  has  Kjiil^ 
l»een  enveloped  in  dust-co\ered  manuscripts,  and  in  the  passinij 
allusions  of  historical  writers. 

Many  residents  (;n  the  line  (»f  marih  displayed  the  national 
coitus,  and  othi-rwise  manifolcd  their  inteic^t  in  the  occasion. 
The  most  notable  decoration  was  Ity  Charles  K.  Dillaway,  I^s(p, 
in  front  of  whose  residiMiee  on  ivoxlmry  street  was  an  arch  hear- 
in<^  the  words:  "This  house  was  luiilt  in  17')0,  and  for  eiLihty 
years  was  the  home  of  the  ministers  of  the  i'irst  Church." 

AmoULi:  those  who  made  suhstantial  contributions  to  tln'  success 
of  the  celebrati(;u  were  tlu'  li\ cry-stable  keepers  ol  Koxbury. 
Mr.  Owen  Nawii  ^latuitously  furnished  the  horso  for  the  artillery, 
and  two  foin-hor^e  liarouches  \\)v  the  inx  ited  LiiU'sts  ;  anil  a 
liarouehe  w  as  supplied  on  tin*  same  terms  by  each  of  the  follow  inn 
lirms  :  Henjamin  l''ranklin.  X<;rtlicnd  Foster,  Parkt'i-  Bryant. 
Cassidy  Ur(»ther>,  .1.  .V.  K..L;i'rs. 

'I'lie  restricting  of  the  admissions  to  the  church  to  ticket-holders 
was  a  double  necessity:  first,  thti  church  would  not  hoM  all  who 
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would  have  likocl  to  he  pri'Mcnt  ;  second,  it  was  tlie  means  of  de- 
tVaviii'j,"  tlie  expcnsi's  of  the  celcln-ation.  lOveiv  piircliasiT  of  a 
licki't  lor  tlic  liain|iirt  leci'i xcd  Isso  lickcts  lo  llic  cliiiicli.  'Plie 
tli'sire  to  lu-ar  tlir  oiatioii  was  often  tlir  means  of  scllinL!;  one  or 
niori'  dinner  tickets. 
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
